Anderson’s Announce. 
ment Puts Long List of 
Items in Ceiling-Free 
Category at Least for 
Month. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP)— 
Secretary of Agriculture Anderson 
took price ceilings of a long list 
of fresh, canned and frozen fruits 
and vegetables today, at least for 
the month of Sept. 

Beyond that, Anderson recom- 
mended in effect that the decon- 
trol board not put ceilings back on 
poultry and eggs or tobacco and 
its products. 

He kept hands off the issue of 
whether dairy products, left out 
from under ceilings by the Decon- 
trol Board, should be put back un- 
der curbs, reporting merely that 
there are not enough of them to 
go around, He took brandy out 
from under ceilings. , 

He sent OPA thumbing through 
lists of thousands of processed 
items and by-products to see 
which of them also come out from 
under ceilings, That was by rea- 
son of a ruling that such an item, 
in order to be held under ceilings, 
must contain at least 20 per cent 
of a product which itself is sub- 
ject to control, 

Items in ‘Short Supply.’ 

All this Anderson accomplished 
without directly affirmative ac- 
tion. -All he did was put out the 
department’s first monthly list of 
“agricultural commodities in short 


supply” as required by the new 
price control law. 

The law itself did the rest-by its 
requirement that ceilings auto- 
matically come off any farm item 
which does not appear on that list. 

The “short supply” list itself in- 
cluded, among many other com-' 
modities, hogs and cattle, milk 
and butterfat, most fats and oils, 
jams and jellies, and fish. -That 
listing made them eligible for con- 
trols. 


No Controls on These,

ing-free category the following 
items: 

Fresh lemons, grapefruit, 
peaches, apples and tangerines. 

Fresh snap beans, cantaloupes, 
carrots, lettuce, onions, spinach, 
sweet potatoes and tomatoes. 

Canned peas, lima beans, as- 
paragus, and mixed vegetables. 

Frozen lima beans, corn, green 
peas and asparagus. 

Canned apricots, plums and 
prunes, 

Frozen fruits. 

Dried apples, and other apple 
products, except canned apples, 
apple butter and apple sauce. 

Cranberries, concord grape 
products, hay, tobacco, wool, 
edible tree nuts, hops, popcorn, 
broom corn, gum rosin, beeswax, 
peppermint- and spearmint oil, 
peanuts and peanut products ex- 
cept oil and meal.

of the war crimes trial, Rudolf 
Hess this morning stole the show 
from Hermann Goering, who had 
been expected to seize the stellar 
role in the jribunal’s concluding 
session. 

This was only the second time 
that Hess’s voice had been heard 
in the courtroom. Some months 
ago he confounded seven psychia- 
trists who unanimously had de- 
clared him mentally incompetent 
by proclaiming that he had faked 
loss of memory for “tactical rea- 
sons.” 

Today, he brusquely exclaimed 
“don’t interrupt me” when Goering 
tried to restrain some of his more 
excited utterances. 

By way of a defiant peroration, 
Adolf Hitler’s beetlebrowed deputy 
uttered in a ringing voice the en- 
suing confession of faith which 
may well prove his last public 
words: 


“I regret nothing. If I were 
again at the’ beginning I should 
act once more just the way I did 
act even if I knew that at the end 
I should meet death on a bonfire. 
No matter what human beings 
may do some day, I shall stand 
before the judgment seat. of the 
Almighty. I shall be responsible 
to Him alone and I know He will 
pronounce me innocent. 

“It is my pleasure that I spent 
Many years working under the 
greatest sun that has shone on the 
German people in 1000 years of his- 
tory. Even if I could, I should not 
wish to erase that period of my 
life. I am happy to know that I 
have done my duty as a German, 
a National Socialist and loyat fol- 
lower of the Fuehrer.” 


Courtroom Jammed. 

The announcement that on the 
last day of the great trial the 21 
defendants would be permitted to 
utter 20-minute swan songs in 
their own behalf drew the largest 
gathering in the court’s record of 
more than nine months. 

The crowd assembled from all 
parts of Europe and jammed the 
legal inclosure, the press section 
and the upstairs gallery, with 
many hundreds clamoring for ad- 
mission outside. 

All the accused were present 
and their legal staff was in full 
muster. There were as many mem- 
bers of the four-power personnel 
as could find entrance. 

Dazzling batteries of spotlights 
blazed from the ceiling upon the 
oak-paneled courtroom and its 
groups of bronze statuary. 

The presiding magistrate, Lord 
Justice Sir Goeffrey Lawrence, 
opened the proceedings with a 
curt announcement: “Article 24-D 
of the charter provides that each 
defendant may make a statement. 
I therefore ask whether the de- 
fendants wish to do so.” 

After they had concluded their 
statements, Lawrence adjourned 
the court until Sept. 23, when the 
verdict will be announced. If post- 
ponement should prove necessary, 
he informed his listeners, due no- 
tice will be given. . 

Each Speaks in Turn, 

Each rose in turn at his place 
in the dock and a microphone was 
placed before him. All] delivered 
statements which ranged from 40 
minutes in length in the case of 
Hess to two or three minutes. 

Hess was in two respects an 
egception. He alone spoke ex- 
temporaneously without notes and 
he alone obtained permission to 
remain seated because of his state 
of health. But after some minutes, 
he sprang dramatically to his feet 
and thrust his right arm high 
aloft with the first two fingers 
extended. He then startled the 
judges by administering an oath 
to. himself. 

“I swear before God the om- 
niscient,” he intoned, “that I will 
speak the pure truth, adding and 
withholding nothing.” 

His purpose, he related, was to 
reveal under oath certain things

ATHENS, Aug. 31 (AP)—Com- 
munist-Royalist clashes have 
killled' 31 persons in the last 48 
hours, the government announced 
tonight on the eve of the plebi- 
scite on returning exiled King 
George II to his throne. 

The ministry of publie order 
charged that Communist bands 
in the latest two attacks killed 
10 soldiers and civilians, Hundreds 
of persons have died in recent 
months in Communist-Royalist 


disorders. 

The Royalist-dominated govern- 
ment, confident that Soviet blasts 
loosed against it had only assured 
the king’s victory tomorrow, be- 
gan preparations to welcome the 
monarch, whose arrival has been 
set tentatively for Sept. 14. Roy- 
alist circles said the king would 
fly to Alexandria from London 
and come home aboard a Greek 
warship escorted by British and 
American warships. \ 

The Government declared’ that 
in the latest violence a Commu- 
nist band attacked a gendarmerie 
station at Platycambo in Thessaly, 
using machine guns and mortars. 
The station was set ablaze and 
three soldiers, one gendarme and 
two civilians were killed, the re- 
ports said, 

Later troops were dispatched to 
the spot and fighting continued 
until nightfall with a major and 
two soldiers wounded. Five sgol- 
diers were wounded also when 
their truck was blown up by a 
Communist mine, the reports 
added. 

Near Kalamai (Kalamata), sea- 
port in southern Greece, another 
Communist band was reported to 
have killed four civilians, 

British Stay In Barracks. 

British troops, whose presence 
in Greece has evoked bitter com- 
plaints from Russia and the 
Slavic states, were confined to 
their barracks at. 5:30 p.m., until 
6 a.m. Monday—the pattern fol- 
lowed in*the. March elections. 
The Communist newspaper 
Pravda in Moscow declared the 
plebiscite would take place “under 
the dictation ef the British min- 
ister of foreign affairs.” It as- 
serted the Greek government has 
“completely lost its independence” 
and Greece was turning quickly 
“into a British colony.” 

The Center and Republican par- 
ties have refused to join the Ex- 
treme Left in the campaign 
against the Royalists, strengthen- 
ing further the supporters of the 
king, and leaving the opposition 
without specific aims in the cam- 
paign. 

Attacks against the claims of 
the Greek government at the 
Paris peace conference by the 
Slavic states and the lodging of 
the complaint by Ukraine with 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil that Greece is “endangering 
the peace” in the Balkans have 
been given wide prominence in 
the monarchist press. 

The Royalist newspapers have 
argued that return of the king 
would bring order to Greece and 
give greater weight to its national 
claims.

It was believed the Russian 
leader would spend a few days at 
a Kremlin meeting before return- 
ing to the conference, which today 
approved Big Four recommenda- 
tions on Soviet reparations from 
Romania and cession of French- 
Italian border areas to. France, 

The Russian Embassy, where 
-Molotov has been staying, could 


not be contacted late tonight for 
explanation of the foreign mini- 
ster’s departure. 


Absent From Meetings. 


Molotov failed to appear at any 
commission meetings today and 
Tass news agency representatives 
said they believed he had left for 
consultations in the Kremlin. 
British and American sources 
said deputy Foreign Minister An- 
drei Y. Vishinsky would represent 
Russia at the Council of Foreign 
Ministers Monday if Molotov is 
not in Paris. 

One -report published in London 
said that there was some talk 
that Molotov would be replaced 
at the conference. It said that 
some delegation sources, includ- 
ing American, speculated that Mo- 
lotov’s failure to win Russian suc- 
cesses in voting and debates had 
prompted the Kremlin to _ recall 
him. 

Russian Claim Approved. 

In the most harmonious sessions 
of the 21l-nation conference, the 
economic commission for the Bal- 
kans and Finland unanimously 
endorsed Russia’s claim for $300,- 
000,000 in reparations from Ro- 
mania and the Italian. political 
commission approved award of the 
Mont Cenis and Briga-Tenda re- 
gions to France. 

Other developments today in- 
cluded a proposal from Paul Auer, 
Hungarian minister to Paris, that 
Hungary be permitted to keep 
1,544 square miles in the border 
area of Transylvania, which the 
Big Four has recommended be re- 
turned to Romania. 

The military affairs commission 
approved six articles of the Italian 
treaty dealing with Italian dis- 
armament and adopted a Soviet 
amendment to another of the 
treaty articles forbidding Italy to 
make any atomic weapons. 

The Romanian reparations 
claim was the second by Russia to 
be approved in two days, the Ital- 
ian encomic commission yesterday 
having indorsed Russia’s request 
for $100,000,000 from Italy. Dele- 
gates speculated that Thursday's 
session of the Big Four may have 
created a More amiable atmos- 
phere to the conference.

Senate Group for Techni- 
‘cal Studies, Relocation 
of Forts — Lays War 
Lengthening to Supply 
Officers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP)— 
The Senate War Investigating 
Committee today blamed “inter- 
ference” by military procurement 
officers and “conflicts between 
Government officials for adminis- 
trative weaknesses which it said 
prolonged the war. ! 

In its fifth annual report review- 
ing five and a half years’ activ- 
ity, the special committee as- 
serted: 


“More businesslike administra- 
tive methods in the armed forces 
during the emergency would have 
brought the war to a victorious 
conclusion at an earlier date, with 
less cost in life, dollars and natu- 
ral resources.” 

The Senators urged that the 
Government profit by the experi-

“However,” he said, “until these 
peace negotiations are concluded 
and international peace machin- 
ery is perfected, it is essential 
that this country maintain a 
strong national ‘defense.” 

Comment by Royall. 

Under Secretary of War Ken- 
neth C. Royall said, on the basis 
of a preliminary analysis, that the 
report drew “general inferences 
which are unjustly critical of the 
various Government departments” 
and individuals, 

These inferences, Royall assert- 
ed in a statement, were “based 
upon gn exceedingly small propor- 
tion of instances which have come 
to the attention of the committee.” 
Royall said the report mentioned 
some things to which the depart- 
ment has already replied, He add- 
ed, however, that further comment 
would be forthcoming. 

Since its formation under the 
chairmanship of Harry S. Tru- 
man, the committee has been 
scrutinizing the economic aspects 
of defense preparations and the 
war. The current report looks 
back to pre-Pearl Harbor days 
to point out the confusion and 
mistakes of the armament effort. 

The War Production Board, it 
said, remedied some of the faults 
of its predecessor agencies, such 
as the Office of Production Man- 
agement and the Supplies, Priori- 
ties and Allocation Board. Even 
so, it declared, WPB was “ham- 
pered in its efforts to mobilize 
and contro] industry through in-

SHOW ALL 21 NAZIS 
AT NUERNBERG SANE 


NUERNBERG, Aug. 31 (AP)— 
United States War Department 
psychiatric tests of the 21 leading 
Nazis tried by the international 
military tribunal] have pronounced 
all of them sane, it was learned 
today. 

Lt. Col. Robert N. Dunn, a pro- 
fessional psychiatrist, spent three 
weeks in the Nuernberg prison ob- 
serving the defendants, and now 
is on his way back to Washing- 
ton with his findings. His report 
will say, it was learned, that the 
tests showed each defendant was 
fully aware of his actions during 
the rule of the Nazis. Some were 
found to have psychopathic reac- 
tions, the report will say, but that 
did not mean they were insane. 

American officers were inter- 
ested particularly in the mental 
makeup o hard-bitten mili- 
tarists as Field Marshal Wilhelm 
Keitel, Col. Gen. Alfred Jodl, 
Grand Adm. Karl Doenitz and 
Grand Adm. Erich Raeder. 

The psychiatrist’s report listed 
Rudolf Hess as sane at the time 
he examined him. . After Hess's 
rambling final speech today, his 
attorney, Alfred Seidl, asked the 
eourt to give him another mental 
examination. The tribunal re- 
fused, but said the nature of the 
Gefendant’s final speech would be 


I thing I have done but I deny that 


as the dismantling of German in- 
dustrial plants and “the confisca- 
tion of the wealth of millions,” 

He swore that never in all his 
life did he order a single atrocity 
or decree the murder of one 
human being. 

“I did not want a war nor did 
I bring war about,” he averred. I 
did everything to prevent it 
through negotiations. After it had 
broken out I did everything to 
assure victory. We were finally 
conquered by tremendous enemy 
superiority. Fighting against us 
were the three greatest powers on 
earth, aided by many other na- 
tions, 

“I am standing back of every- 


I ever wished to subjugate foreign 
peoples through war, to murder, 
rob or enslave them or to practice 
cruelties upon them. My only 
motive wag ardent love for my 
people, its fortunes, its freedom 
and its life. For this I call as 
witnesses Almighty God and my 
German people.” 

Failure Bothers Ribbentrop. 

The only thing of which 
Joachim von Ribbentrop consid- 
ered himself guilty—and at that 
not before the tribunal but before 
the German people—was that “my 
foreign policy was unsuccessful.” 
Russia and the United States, he 
maintained, are at this moment 
facing the same dilemma which 
he himself confronted when mak- 
ing the non-aggression pact with 
the Soviet Union. 

“For the sake of my country,” 
he exclaimed, “I hope they will 
find a better solution than I did. 
Today the nuclear problem re- 
mains—who will dominate Europe 
and Asia, and will Russia be held 
back on the Elbe, in the Adriatic 
and at the Dardanelles?” 

When the Nazi Foreign Minister 
went to Marshal Stalin in 1939, he 
recounted, “we did not discuss a 
peaceful solution of the German- 
Polish problem in terms of the 
Kellogg-Briand treaty. Marshal 
Stalin made it perfectly clear that 
I might as well return home if he 
did not receive half of Poland, the 
Baltic states and the Lithuanian 
harbor.” | 

At the end of the Polish cam- 
paign, according to Ribbentrop, 
Stalin sent him this telegram: 

“The friendship of Germany and 
the Soviet Union is based on blood 
shed in common and has every 
prospect of being steadfast and 
enduring.” 

Denounces Conspiracy Charge. 

The Nazi diplomat said he was 
held responsible for foreign poli- 
cies determined by Hitler, but that 
he knew at least this much—that 


domination. He denounced the 
conspiracy charge of the indict- 
ment as “an historical untruth.” 

Ribbentrop complained that 
enemy archives were not opened 
to the defense and that he was not 
even permitted to introduce a 
friendly warning allegedly given 
to him by Winston Churchill— 
namely that if Germany grew too 
strong, it would be destroyed. 

It was his fate, Ribbentrop con- 
tinued, to be one of the exponents 
of a revolution which became 
soiled with “awfuul crimes.” Such 
wrongs, he added, must not be 
judged according to “puritanical 
norms” and at any rate similar 
evils are today being committed 
by the Allies “despite their total 
victory.”

His task, said the 
defendant, was to reorganize polit- 
ical and military intelligence serv- 
ices and he was engaged mostly 
in unravelling the treason of Adm. 
Wilhelm Canaris and his associ- 
ates. j 

Kaltenbrunner made in passing 
the sensational disclosure that 
toward the end of the war, Hitler 
ordered him to begin an investiga- 
tion of Heinrich Himmler and his 
gangster deputy, Oswald Pohl. 
The latter was to be dismissed, 
Kaltenbrunner said, and a special 
court was to be set up to try 
Himmler, Pohl, Dr. Mueller, chief 
of the Gestapo, and the top Jewish 
murderer, Adolf Eichmann, who 
was arrested. 


The Nazi braintruster Alfred 
Rosenberg pleaded with the judges 
to recognize that he and millions 
of others entered the Hitler move- 
ment in the belief that it em- 
bodied “the noblest ideals of the 
last 1000 years.”

Hans Frank’s Contention. 


It was not technical difficulties, 
misfortunes or treason that cost 
Germany the war, asserted Hans 
Frank, former Governor-General 
of Poland. The truth, he declared, 
was that “God passed sentence of 
Adolf Hitler.” 

The Nazis turned away from 
God, said Frank; therefore they 
came to shame and had to perish. 

“As I learned during thig trial,” 
he stated, “the way of Hitler was 
that of a frightful adventurer 
without honesty and conscience. 
I acknowledge my guilt as a 
fighter for Hitler, his movement 
and his Reich. I beg the German 
people never again to set a single 
step on Hitler’s road, which is a 
denial of God and Christ. That is 
the road to disaster and death.”

SHANGHAI, Aug. 31 (AP)—The 
United States today sold China 
the bulk of surplus United States 
civilian property in the Far East, 
a transaction which Chinese Com~ 
munists had asserted would only 
intensify civil warfare.

In all, property originally cost- 
ing approximately $800,000,000 will 
be turned over to China for the 
equivalent of about $175,000,000. 
More than two-thirds of the lat- 
ter represents cancellation of 
United States obligations to China. 

Applies on Debt Owed China. 

Most of the obligations were 
created during the war when 
United States Military units en- 
tering China were given funds in 
Chinese national currency to avoid 
the use of United States money. 

China will be given 22 months 
to remove surplus goods now on 
Okinawa, Saipan, Tinian and oth- 
er island bases. The Chinese will 
have the help of United States 
forces garrisoning those islands. 

McCabe issued a separate state- 
ment saying the surplus goods 
would “assist China in attaining 
peace and unity, which can only 
be attained by assisting in the 
restoration of China’s economy.” 

McCabe specifically pointed to 
road building, which would help 
restore China’s -badly wrecked 
communications system. Included 
in the civilian goods are* bull- 
dozers and trucks. 

Communist Criticism. 

Communist circles, however, 
took a dark view of the transac- 
tion when rumors of it ‘began cir- 
culating and observers here pre- 
dicted caustic reaction from 
Moscow as well as Communist 
headquarters at Yenan. 

Yenan has been demanding that 
the United States halt all aid to 
China until a coalition govern- 
ment is formed. 

It was assumed Gen. George C. 
Marshall, special United States en- 
voy, had full knowledge of the 
transaction. 

Some observers expressed fears 
the Communists would blame 
Marshall for not halting the flow 
of what they consider “civil war’

TOKYO (Sunday), Sept. 1 (AP) 
—Expressing grave concern over 
Russia's intentions, and over “im- 
minent danger of another Pear! 
Harbor,” House Military Commit- 
tee. members falied today for 
strengthening the United States 
position in the Pacific. 

Present American forces there 
are inadequate to defend them- 
Selves, they found, 

Startled by an off-the-record 
high command report on the Far 
Eastern military and diplomatic 
situation, the six House members 
inspecting the Pacific occupation 
areas advocated a strong, mobile 
foree in the Pacific to meet the 
threat of Russian encroachment 
on American zones of control. 


The report was given- them in 
‘a three-hour conference with top 
men of Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s 
command. It was one of several 
such reports received by the com- 
mittee since it left Washington 
Aug. 10 on a trip which has in- 
cluded Alaska, Hawafi, Guam, 
Saipan, Iwo Jima and Japan, with 
visits scheduled later to Korea, 
China, Manila and Australia. 


“After what I’ve heard I 
wouldn’t even give the Russians 
an index to the atomic bomb,” 
Acting Chairman Sheridan 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, told -re- 
porters after attending the Tokyo 
conference and a luncheon meet- 
ing with MacArthur. 


Urges Bomber Force. 


Sheridan urged that an armed 
force be maintained, to keep in 
condition the billions of dollars 
worth of surplus United States 
war materials in the Pacific, and 
that a striking force built around 
long-range supersonic bombers be 
kept in strategic Pacific and 
Alaskan bases. 


“It is not our intention to alarm 
the American people,” Sheridan 
added, “but I speak the unani- 
mous opinion of my committee 
when I say that we have a duty 
to let the people know what is 
going on. We would be derelict 
in our duty if we did not do so. 
We don’t like what we have dis- 
covered, but you cannot escape 
facts by ignoring them.” 

Representatives Sikes (Dem.), 
Florida, and Short (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, flatly accused Russia of 
seeking to alienate Far Eastern 
countries against the United 
States.

“It is a very dubious and men- 
acing situation,” commented Rep- 
resentative LeRoy Johnson (Rep.), 
California. “I think Russia should 
deal frankly with us and explain 
why she needs so many more oc- 
cupation troops than we have in 
the Far East, particularly in Ko- 
rea. I am deeply concerned.” 

Short said he feared there was 
“Imminent danger of another 
Pearl Harbor in Korea, Trieste or 
Alaska,” and remarked: 

“We cannot afford to take any 
chances. While we traditionally 
are not aggressors, we cannot risk 
being caught unprepared again.” 

Sikes asserted that “while we 
demobilized, one of our -allies has 
mobilized. We owe it to our men 
to protect them, We must 
strengthen the forces we have in 
the Far East. They are inadequate 
now to defend themselves if the 
need arose,” 

Committee members earlier had 
called for strengthening the de- 
fenses of Alaska.

“I 
guess I was a darn fool, but I 
loved the man and I was a little 
afraid of him.” | | 


Mrs. O'Leary's part in the 
transactions over an 18-month pe- 
riod, involving loans. aggregating 
about $60,000, was disclosed by the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday in a 
statement by Mrs. Joseph H. 
-Kirchmeyer, a director and “col- 
lector” for the concern, which had 
its office at her home, 5461 Wren 
avenue, : 

Carried Sealed Envelope. 

Sgt. O’Leary would hand her a 
sealed envelope containing weekly 
loan payments and applications 
for new loans and instruct her 
@t? deliver it to Mrs. Kirchmeyer, 
"Mrs. O'Leary said. Mrs. Kirch- 
meyer usually opened the en- 
velope in her presence, the police- 
man’s widow went on, but she 
had no idea how much money 
there was, 

These trips took place on aft- 
ernoons preceding the Monday 
night meetings of the associa- 
tion’s board of directors. O’Leary 
would send his wife back to the 
office the following Wednesday 
to pick up checks for the new 

>loans, which she would deliver to 
him, she said. 

A day or two later he would 
hand her the checks and tell her 
to cash them at the North Side 
Bank, 6809 West Florissant ave- 
nue, Fairview City, she said. This 
she would do, without indorsing 
the checks herself, and the bank 
never questioned her about the 
checks, she asserted. Then she 
would take the money to him 
either at their home, 4525A Queens 
avenue, or at DePaul Hospital, 
where he was a patient nearly 
three months before his death of 
cancer June 17, she related. 

What he did with the money 
and whether it was from these 
funds that he obtained the money; 
for subsequent payments on all 
the loans, she did not know, she 
said. 

Conversation in Hospital. 

“On one occasion, just before he 
was operated on,” she said, “I told 
him not to worry about his busi- 
ness affairs—that I would take 
care of them for him. He said, 
again, ‘Oh, no, you won't, those 
affairs are none of your business.’ 
That was in the presence of my 
brother.” 

Mrs. O’Leary previously had 
‘gaid the first she knew of the 
fraudulent nature of his activities 
was when he told her he had mis- 
represented on the loan transac- 
tions, shortly before his death. 
Even then he would not tell her in 
just what way they were fraudu- 
lent, she said. 

The Post-Dispatch learned also 
yesterday, from sources in the 
Police Department, that Sat. 
O’Leary in recent years had spent 
much time in the company of pro- 
fessional gamblers and had spent 
considerable sums betting on race 
horses. Mrs. O’Leary said yester- 
day she knew nothing of his horse 
race betting, but was under the 
impression that he had gambled 

“He was secretive 
—he never told me anything about 


O’Leary’s activities, over an 
eight-year period,-\jn obtaining 
loans far “fellow policemen” whom 
he represented as not wanting it 
known that they were borrowing 
outside the department’s credit 
union, aresulted in collapse of the 
association.

“payments,” drew a Bible from 
her purse and swore that that was 
“all the money there was” and 
that her husband had told her be- 
fore his death that all the loans 
he obtained were for fictitious 
persons. 

In the 18 months of his illness, 
Mrs, Kirchmeyer said, the direc- 
tors became “a little concerned” 
over the fact that all but a few 
of the 382 outstanding loans were 
“handled” by O’Leary, and 
word to him _ several times, 
through Mrs. O’Leary, that they 
wanted him to attend one of the 
weekly board meetings. She would 
report to Mrs. Kirchmeyer that he 
was too ill or too ‘busy to attend, 
Mrs, Kirchmeyer said. 


Despite their concern, no one 
on the board took the trouble to 
investigate any of O’Leary’s “cli- 
ents,” as they trusted him and he 
“made all the payments regular- 
ly,” Mrs. Kirchmeyer said. 


She said she could not remem- 

er how much the weekly “pay- 
ments” made by Mrs. O’Leary 
amounted to, but said they were 
well over the $600 a week average 
which borrowers paid at the time 
O’Leary began arranging loans. 

Amounts of loans, which were 
for one year, ranged up to $400 
and averaged about $200, with & 
per cent interest deducted in ad- 
vance, On this basis weekly pay- 
ments on the 350 loans handled* by 
O’Leary would aggregate at least 
$1000. 

Dramatic Scene at Meeting. 
The dramatic scene at the board 
meeting-following O’Leary’s death 
was described by- Mrs. Kirch- 
meyer, who conceded she didn’t 
know anything about business and 
acted only as “collector” for the 
association, receiving $100 a year 
salary. 

“Several of us saw Mrs, O’Leary 
at the chapel where Sgt. O’Leary 
was laid out,” Mrs, Kirchmeyer 
related. “We asked her to come 
to the board meeting the follow- 
ing Monday night and she said 
she would. 
“She brought the mo me 
—it was several hundred dollars— 
and then she told us that that was 
all there was and that there 
wouldn’t be any more loans. She 
said her husband had told her 
shortly before he died that he had 
forged all the applications. She 
broke down and said she didn’t 
know what happened to the 
money, except that he had been 
gambling. She had a Bible in her 
purse and she took it out and 
swore on it. 

First Hint of Trouble. 
“We sent for Abraham Davis 
(lawyer and son of Harry Davis, 
association secretary), right away, 
we were so shocked at what she 
told us. This was the very first 
hint we had that anything was 
wrong. She had told me all the 
time that the sergeant was sick 
with bronchitis and we didn’t 
find out until after his death that 
he had been in the hospital sev- 
eral months with cancer.” 
Harry Davis and other officers 
and directors, except Mrs. Kirch- 
meyer, have refused to discu$s the 
loan firm’s predicament, referring 
all inquiries to Abraham Davis, to 
whom the directors have assigned 
all assets for the benefit of cred- 
itors. 
Abraham Davis said yesterday 
-he is still investigating to try to 
uncover assets. At the directors’ 
meeting attended by Mrs. O’Leary, 
she insisted under his questioning: 
that she had no knowledge of 
O’Leary’s. loan-making activities, 
Davis said, 
He has made claim on the North 
Side Bank for repayment of the 
checks indorsed by O'Leary, on 
the ground that payees’ indorse- 
ments were fraudulent and that 
the bank made no effort to verify 
their authenticity. The bank has 
denied liability, but pointed out 
that, even it were liable, any losses 
would be covered by insurance

ADOLPHUS BUSCH I. 
FUNERAL AT FS HOME 


Burial in Sunset Park — 
August A. Busch Jr., 
Likely Successor. 


The funeral of Adolphus Busch 
III, president of Anheuser-Busch, 
Inc., was held yesterday afternoon 


at his home in Huntleigh Village. 
Members of the Busch, Anheuser 
and families connected by mar- 
riage, personal friends and busi- 
ness leaders were present. The 
Episcopal service was read by the 
Rev. Charles D. Kean, rector of 
Grace Church, Kirkwood. 

Burial was in Sunset Burial 
Park,-near the grave of Mr. 
Busch’s father, August A. Busch, 
who died in 1934, and whom he 
succeeded as head of the great 
brewing corporation. The first 
Adolphus Busch rests in a mauso- 
leum in Bellefontaine Cemetery. 
August A, Busch Jr., first vice 
president and general manager of 
Anheuser-Busch, is considered cer- 
tain to succeed to the presidency, 
left vacant by the unexpected 
death of his older brother Thurs- 
day, at the age of 55. 

Division of Interests, 

“Augie” Busch, one of the most 
widely known of St. Louisans, has 
had charge of the operating and 
sales departments of the brewery 
proper in recent years, while. his 
late brother, as head of the con- 
cern, supervised the associated in- 
dustrial lines that were started in 
the prohibition period and have 
since, and the 
company’s affiliated railroad, 
banking and Diese] engine inter- 
ests. 

Of the two, the younger brother, 
now 47 years old, had much the 
wider circle of acquaintance. He 
was a director of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and since his return 
from service as an Army colonel 
of ordnance, he has dabbled in 
politics, He presided at the Jack- 
son Day dinner heid last winter 
by local Democrats, had the 56 
party committee members as his 
guests at $25 a head; and intro- 
duced Secretary of the Treasury 
Vinson and other members of the 
Truman administration as speak- 
ers. 

Local Democrats tried to inter- 
est him in running for Mayor in 
the spring of 1945, but Busch side- 
stepped, and on leavi g the Army 
he returned to fulltime service 
with the brewery. P#feviously, he 
had been an honorary colonel on 
the staffs of Govs. Henry S. 
Caulfield, Republican, and Lloyd 
C. Stark, Democrat. 

He is a member of the director- 
ate of the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co. He has been a director of the 
Boy Scout organization, and of 


Active Outdoor Life. 

He resumed, in weekends and 
brief vacation periods, the active 
outdoor life in which he, and to 
a lesser extent his brother, had 
engaged in former years. Horses, 
not golf, were their recreation. 
August was master of foxhounds 
of Bridlespur Hunt Club, and has 
been the moving spirit of that 
group of followers of the sports of 
the English countryside. 

A few years ago, Busch “went 
western” and converted his 1500- 
acre country place into a ranch, 
with corral and chutes for ponies, 
and with an authentic cowboy in 
charge. 

Adolphus Busch III and August 
Jr. succeeded to their posts at the 
head of the brewing company 
when their father died. This was 
soon after the legal revival of 
the brewing industry, following 
the era of federal constitutional 
prohibition, 1920 to 1933. 

August has been married twice. 
His first wife, Marie Christy 
Church Busch, died in 1930, aie 
ing two daughters. They are Mrs. 
Robert R. Hermann and Miss 
Carlotta Clark Chouteau Busch. 
He married. Mrs, Elizabeth Over- 
ton Dozier in 1933. They have a 
son, August A. Busch III, and a 
daughter, Elizabeth. The Busch 
home is at 5577 Lindell boulevard.

STORMS CAN SHIFT 
PLANE AT RATE OF 
4500 FT. A MINUTE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP)— 
Thunderstorms capable of hurling 
an airplane up or down at the 
rate of 4500 feet a minute have 
been observed in Florida this sum- 
mer by weather men studying the 
phenomenon as an aid to air navi- 
gation, the Weather Bureau an- 
nounced today. 

The. thunderstorm study is a 
co-operative venture of 
Weather Bureau, Army, Navy and 
National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics. 

An average of one storm a day 
has been studied by the weather 
men since the project was started 
last April in the vicinity of Or- 
lando, St. Cloud and Pine Castle. 
Army and Navy planes, equipped 
with special meteorological instru- 
ments, have traversed a single 
storm as many as 20 times at dif- 
ferent altitudes, ranging from 
5000 to 25,000 feet. In addition to 
planes, radar and other instru- 
ments, capable of making upper 
air observations, have been used. 

Full results of the Florida tests 

will not be available until the 
reports have been analyzed at the 
University of Chicago in the com- 
ing winter. The Florida phase 
of the project will be completed 
on Sept. 20 and the equipment 
packed up for movement to the 
midwest where the study will be 
resumed later. 
The Midwest thunderstorm, Dr. 
E. Dillon Smith, executive direc- 
tor of the projecct said, “is be- 
lieved-to be of a much more com- 
plex structure than the Florida 
thunderstorm.” The site and date 
for the Midwest tests have not 
been determined.

All but five of the 23 St. Louis 
county school districts having 
high schools will open Sept. 3. 
The exceptions are Webster 
Groves, Kirkwood, Clayton and 
Maplewood - Richmond Heights, 
opening Sept. 9, and Maryland 
Heights on Sept. 4. All rural dis- 
tricts will open Tuesday except 
Chesterfield, which resumed 
classes last Monday. 

Only Alton, among the E 
Side communities, has postpone 
all classes until next week. The 
action was taken because of the 
prevalence of. infantile paralysis 
and despite assurances by health 
authorities that fewer chances of 
infection would result from hold- 
ing classes than from permitting 
children to roam the streets.

In city high schools new courses 
of study will be introduced some 
time in the first semester in vocal 
music, home economics, first-year 
mathematics, health and safety, 
and industrial arts. They were 
prepared by committees of princi- 
pals and teachers and will become 
available to teachers as soon as 
approved by the committee on in- 
struction of the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

Primary emphasis this year, as 
in past years, will be on improve- 
ment of methods of isstruction, 
Hickey said. Impetus will be given 
this program by the return from 
military service of C. A. Powers, 
head of the division of tests and 
measurements, and Glynn’ A. 
@lark, director of guidance. Their 
services will be at the disposal of 
any teacher or principal who ques- 
tions the effectiveness of any par- 
ticular method of instruction or 
the ability of any child or group 
of children to accept that instruc- 
tion. 

With 106 principals, 2650 
teachers and 250 substitutes on 
the public school list, Hickey feels 
assured of an adequate staff this 
year. Leaves of absence and ill- 
among regular teachers 
probably will assure the substi- 
tutes of steady employment, he 
said. 

Despite a shortage of classrooms 
for Negro elementary students, 
the teacher-pupil ratio will be 
about 40 to 1, Hickey said. This 
represents a reduction from the 


44-to-1 figure prevailing in 1944 | 


but is still too high in his opinion. 
The high ratio results more from 
a shortage of classrooms than 
from a teacher shortage. 

This situation was aggravated 
by the recent condemnation of 
Jefferson School, 903 Cole street, 
for structural defects which re- 
quired the conversion of Henry 
School, 1220 North Tenth street, 
into a Negro school.

The suggestion was prompted by 
a slight flareup of the disease last 
year among school children less 
than 12 years old. For those un- 
able to afford private treatment, 
Dr. Tate suggested the city clinics 
where the shots will be given free 
of charge. 

Although scalp ringworm was 
virtually wiped out through the 
vigorous measures adopted follow- 
ing its outbreak in 1944, a recheck 
will be made this year for evi- 
dence of the infestation.

and $23 on veal calves. Many un- 
finished cattle and hogs were mar- 
keted as farmers cashed in on 
stock before ceilings were reim- 
posed. 

Country Buying Revived. 

As the deadline for resumption 
of controls on marketing neared, 
net declines of $3 a hundredweight 
on hogs, $1 to $1.50 on cattle and 
$1 on lambs were noted at Na- 
tional Stock Yards. Stocker and 
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feeder cattle, however, strength- 
ened under a revival of country 
buying for feedlots. 

The Producers Live Stock Com- 
mission Association issued a warn- 
ing in connection with reimposi- 
tion of controls that full-scale re- 
sumption of feeding operations is 
needed. Current record or near 
record low numbers of fat stock 
have resulted from feed and farm 
labor shortages as well as Govern- 
ment controls, the association 
said, and this situation presages 
a future meat shortage. 

The livestock and meat industry 
is “none too happy” over the re- 
turn of price ceilings, the associa- 
tton said, but cattle feeders find 
the new ceilings “fairly accept- 
able” but: hog ceilings “much t 
low.” However, low meat inven- 
tories, record consumptive demand 
and prospects of bumper feed 
crops offer exceptional opportu- 
nities for the livestock producer 
and feeder, the association added. 


Probable Retail Ceilings. 


While retail ceilings on meat 
will not be announced until later 
this week, the OPA said the new 
ceilings are expected to average 
5 to 6 cents a pound more on beef 
than the July 30 levels, and 
slightly smaller increases for pork, 


This would place the new ceiling 
on grade A steak at about 56 
cents a pound, compared with 
present uncontrolled prices rang- 
ing from 65 to 90 cents, and on 
grade A roasts at about 35 cents 
a pound, compared to the present 
40 to 50 cents. 


Generally, the new retail ceil- 
ings are expected to reflect a con- 
siderable “rollback” from the un- 
controlled prices of the last two 
months, but somewhat higher 
than the old ceilings,

He 
worked on radiological hazardous 
matters. 


Dr. King, an intern in surgery 
at Barnes Hospital, served aboard 
a patrol boat which monitored the 
target area for radioactivity after 
detonation of the first bomb. 


Dr. Nolan, a professor on the 
medical school staff, worked in 
the plotting room of Adm. W. H. 
P. Blandy’s flagship, the Mount 
McKinley, where information on 
radiation was collected and cor- 
related during and after the ex- 
plosions. 


Dr. Hempelmann, a son-in-law 
of Joseph Pulitzer, editor of the 
Post-Dispatch, has returned to Los 
Alamos, N. M., where he was con- 
nected with the atom laboratory 
during the war.

The studies should be of a con- 
tinuing nature, the report said, 
with the plans modified and re- 
vised in the light of new develop- 
ments, 

Unless the United States creates 
whole new industries, it said, “we 
are in danger of becoming a sec- 
ond-rate nation.” 


The report advocated a realistic 
approach to the defense problem, 
including the junking of old In- 
dian-fighting forts and the main- 
tenance, on a stand-by basis, of:

Text of Conclusions, 


Following is the text of the 
committee’s conclusions and rec- 
ommendations: 


1, Our national defense today 
requires a highly trained armed 
force, equipped with tLe most 
modern weapons, and capable of 
rapid expansion in time of emer- 
gency. At the beginning of World 
War IT this nation had no such 
force. It cannot be assumed tiat 
a numerically superior . armed 
force is in itself an adequate de- 
fense. The quality rather than 
the quantity of our Army and 
Navy will be the best guaranty 
for an adequate defense. 


2. Since service in the armed 
forces during peacetime should be 
such as to attract able, intelli- 
gent men, an intensive study of 
personnel matters in the Army 
and Navy should be made for the 
purpose of setting up a promo- 
tion system which will insure that 
the best qualified men, regardless 
of age or seniority , will 
obtain the most reSporsible posi- 
tions. 


3. For two decades prior to 
World War the Army and 
Navy worked on an _ industrial 
mobilization plan. This plan was 
never placed in effect. A’ work- 
able plan for the immediate 
mobilization of war industries on 
any future M-day is essential to 
a peacetime. national defense pro- 
gram. This industrial mobiliza- 
tion plan must be constantly re- 
vised in theilight of technological 
developments in order that our 
armed forces can, at any time, be 
promptly and adequately supplied 
with the most modern weapons 
and equipment, 


Duplication, Inefficiency. 

4. Government production con- 
trols 4uring World War II, al- 
though frequently successful, were 
confusing, and very often resulted 
in duplication and inefficiency. 
Many of the faults of the original 
National Defense Advisory Com- 
mittee, and its successors, the Of- 
fice of Production Management 
aud the Supply Priorities, and Al- 
locations Board, were in some 
measure remedied by the War 
Production Board. However, the 
latter was hampered in its efforts 
to mobilize and control industry 
through interference by military 

rocurement officers, and by the 
conflicts existing between the in- 
dependent administrators who 
were put in charge of oil, coal, 
transportation, and other aspects 
of the war program. The weak- 
ness of the Offire of War Mobili- 
zation, created to correct this 
situation, resulted from its failure 
to act as a directing and Thanag- 
ing organization, 

5. During the war we accumu- 
lated a wealth of experience in 
the operation of governmental 
controls in war production, Our 
successes and failures are valuable 
sources of knowledge from which 
to furnish a definitive guide for 
the future. We should draw on 
our war experience with govern- 
ment controls to formulate plans 
now, subject to continual revision, 
so that another er emergency will 
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not find us with a plan that is 
obsolete and unworkable, 
6. No nation, including our own, 
is self sufficient in the basic raw 
materials needed to produce the 
equipment and weapons necessary 
to fight a modern war. Although 
the United States has been the 
most energetic and vigorous na- 
tion in exploiting and developing 
raw materials, we are not neces- 
sarily the richest in natural re- 
sources, It is not possible to re- 
place from within our own bor- 
ders the rich store of materials 
that we provided for ourselves 
and our allies during the War 
Protection of Matertal Sources. 
It is important that the recent 
legislation providing for the stock- 
piling of strategic materials be 
supplemented with action War 
settlements, including the sale of 
surplus property in foreign areas, 
as well as anti-trust, patent, and 
other governmental policies, 
should be co-ordinated for the 
purpose of adequately protecting 
our sources of raw materials here 
and abroad. Our government, in 
consider future national defense, 
must make certain that it is not 
confronted with the serious and 
acute material shortages exper- 
fenced in World War II. 
7. The United States is aban- 
doning overseas bases acquired 
during the war at great cost in 
lives and dollars. Many of these 
bases are commercially useful dur- 
ing peacetime, and would have 
strategic military importance in 
another emergency. The War, 
Navy and State departments 
should have had plans, before the 
end of the war, to utilize those 
overseas bases necessary to our 
national defense, and they should 
have used the full wefght of our 
bargaining power in executing 
these plans. The appropriate gov- 
ernment agencies must now work 
out and set into operation a feas- 
ible program for the acquisition 
or use of strategic overseas bases. 
8 Under present world condi- 
tions the national defense will 
suffer unless the United States 
has a more efficient intelligence 
agency, in both military and non- 
military fields, than we had be- 
fore World War II. Knowledge 
of international economic, politi- 
cal and socia] conditions is nec- 
essary if sound diplomatic deci- 
sons are to be made. Further- 
more, data obtained by an intelli- 
gence service can assist in deter- 
mining the size and character of 
the armed force to be maintained 
for the defense of our nation. The

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TRUMAN PRAISES 
ULE OF LABOR 
IN REGONVERSION 


Largest Part Completed, 
Says President — ‘We 


to Do.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP)— 
President Truman, taking the lead 
in praising labor’s role in the first 
12 months of peace, said tonight in 
a Labor day statement that “the 


largest part” of reconversion has 
been accomplished. ' 

“We can look into the future to- 
day with confidence, but not with 
tranquillity,” he said in a message 
issued from the White House. 

“Much of the credit for the job 
done,” the President said, “goes to 
the workers of this great union of 
states and free .people.” 

“We still have a big job to do, 


and a long way to go, to assure 
domestic prosperity and interna- 
tional understanding necessary to 
prevent depressions and war. But 
we can do it if we keep in our 
minds constantly that people are 
our most important asset. We 
must utilize them and conserve 
them,” 

Start Toward Readjustment. 

Paying tribute to labor for its 
part in turning out a record flood 
of goods and upholding anti-infla- 
tion controls, the President said: 

“Labor, management and farm- 
ers, with the help of Government 
wherever it could be useful, have 
made this great start toward 
peacetime readjustment. If we 
continue to co-operate, to work 
and to produce, we can attain a 
richness of life that will be a 
credit and a benefit to all of us 


wn | living, and a real hope and prom- 


ise to those who come after us. ... 

“I salute the hosts of labor for 
their magnificent job in wartime 
and in the beginning of peace, and 
urge them on to further efforts in 
behalf of the rights and dignity 
of mankind.” 

Simultaneous with the Presi- 
dent's statement, comments were 
issued by public officials, labor, 
church and civic leaders, for the 
most /part praising labor’s contri- 
bution to reconversion.

Pay Boost to Miners, Higher Freight Rates, 
Revisions of Retailers’ Margins 
Listed as Factors.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP)— 
The coal bill in the nation has 
gone up about $430,000,000 annu- 
ally since last spring. : 

A eompilation today of prices 
indicates an average increase of 
approximately 66.5 cents a ton in 
bituminous coal prices, and $1.29 
in anthracite prices. The total 
cost increase figure comes from 
applying the various price boosts 
to bituminous production of about 
540,000,000 tons and anthracite 
output of about 54,000,000. 

Three factors contributed to the 
higher fuel bill, The most im- 
portant of these, of course, Was 
an increase in the pay of John L. 
Lewis's United Mine Workers, 

Higher Freight Rates. 

Higher freight rates and a revi- 
sion of retailers’ margins, neces- 
sitated by the amended price con- 
trol bill, also contributed,

Poultry and eggs, about which 
the Agriculture Department said 
nothing, were only two in a big 
category of items regarded as be- 
ing in sufficient supply and not 
now under ceilings. Their failure 
to appear on the list of shortages 
means that OPA itself cannot put 
any of these products under con- 
trols in September,

To avoid payment delays, the 
agency is sending out checks, based 
on the old rate of payment, but is 
inclosing notices outlining the 
legislative changes and warning 
that part of the payment may have 
to be refunded in the event the al- 
lowance is reduced.

PANAMA, Panama, Aug. 31 
(AP)—United States Ambassador 
Frank T. Hines today requested a 


consultation with the Government {> 


of Panama “for the purpose of de- 
termining if the existing interna- 
tional situation justifies the ex- 
tension” of the deadline on Ameri- 
can use of 83 wartime defense 
sites in Panama. 

The Panama government has de- 
clared officially that tomorrow, 
one year after the Japanese sur- 
render was signed, is the date 
upon which the United States 
must vacate the bases.

Zach Taylor’s major league ex- 
perience dates back to 1920 when 
he joined the Brooklyn club as a 
catcher: He remained in the Na- 
tional League through 1933 and 
joined the Browns organization 
in 1937. He took turns at manag- 
ing San Antonio and Toledo be- 
fore he was brought up as coach 
under Sewell.

Those who believe that the present na- 
tional imperialistic state of Russia is just a 
clever device to achieve Stalin’s own revolu- 
tionary purposes, should ask themselves this 
simple question: can there be a way back to 
a militant communistic regime after the ex- 
perience not merely of the five war years, 
but 28 years of Soviet rule? The idea seems 
absurd. 

Take, for instance, Russia’s present bril- 
liant young generalship. Practically all the 
victorious Soviet marshals of today are sons 
of workmen and peasants; is it likely that a 
Zhukov or a Rokossovski will want his sons 
to revert to the soil or the factory? The 
same applies to the whole huge Soviet hier- 
archy of today, laboriously built up in 28 
years of costly experimenting. Not so long 
ago President Kalinin, an old faithful of the 
early Bolshevik days, explained to a peasant 
woman that if she wore burlap sandals no- 
body would notice it, but that if he did this 
would attract general attention. This seems 
a very characteristic and perfectly logical 
development of what was intended—and for 
a long time represented—to be “a classless 
society” into a social structure which is,

HE armed political revolt in Athens, 
T Tenn., early this month ‘touched off a 
threatening to rock the Tennessee throne 
of that whfte-haired, pink-cheeked aging 
Caesar, Boss Ed Crump of Memphis. - 

Even as veterans from all over the state 
were gathering for a mass meeting at Alamo 
recently, however, Crump calmly boarded a 
train for Saratoga Springs, N.Y., for what 
he considered a well-earned vacation. 

‘‘Worried?” he asked this reporter, “why 
should we be? The people are satisfied. 
We give them good, clean government. Of 
course the people who lost the election are 
shouting. They always do.

We made 
room for about a dozen veterans on our 
ticket—and they got elected. It’s a funny 
thing, but when veterans ran by them- 
selves they didn’t do nearly so well.”

History Resumes Course. 


*“Aristocracy knows three stages,’ wrote 
Chateaubriand, “that of superiority, that of 
privilege, and that of vanity.” The aristocra- 
cy of Soviet Russia is just beginning to move 
from the first to the second stage, and it is 
hard to’see what—or who—can stop this 
process. 

No one can fathom what road the Russian 
people are likely to travel in the future. But 
one thing seems reasonably eértain. With 
the revolution, a storm broke over Russia 
which created something in the nature of a 
tidal wave. The country was nearly drowned 
in the ferocious blood torrent that poured 
over it; yet today the storm has nearly sub- 
sided and the majestic stream of Russian 
history is resuming its normal river bed 
again, That is perhaps the outstanding 
lesson of the Soviet revolution. 

Yet another lesson, well worth remember- 
ing in the difficult and often exasperating 
dealings with Moscow, is the folly of always 
searching for recondite arguments and ab- 
struse explanations where a little simple rea- 
soning coupled with factual knowledge would 
serve a far more constructive purpose. Pal- 
merston’s famous dictum that Britain has 
no permanent friends and no permanent ene- 
nfies but only permanent interests could be 
echoed by Stalin today—just as it could be 

by the government of any other country. 

: Events are so closely spaced these days 
that it is not easy to disentangle them. We 
live at such a pace that an almost super- 
human effort is required to keep a sense of 
proportion and the capacity to see things 
in their proper perspective. Even reporters 
on the spot and other firsthand observers are 
often outdistanced by the speed of develop- 
ments, and time and again their ‘“‘red-hot”’ 
news is stale news before it reaches the 


public. 


Eye-Witness Not Always 
Historically Trustworthy. 

The historian or ‘the analyst is less con- 
cerned with the topicality of events than 
with their correct interpretation. If his 
judgment is to be of any value at all he 
must know how to place facts against their 
proper background. This frequently leads 
to conclusions that are wholly contrary to 
the impressions and reactions of an eye- 
witness, however honest and fair these may 
happen to be. Wars, revolutions, and other 
social upheavals produce too many personal 

fas well as mass tragedies to be judged im- 
partially by their victims or participants. 
The very drama, while still in progress, can- 
not but create a host of illusions and preju- 
dices. . Moreover, what seems all-important 
at a given moment, sinks into relative in- 
significance within the briefest of time. 

The French in 1789, wrote Tocqueville, 
made the greatest efforts ever assumed by 
any people in order, as it were, to cut in 
two their national] history and to separate by 
a bottomless pit that which they had been 
heretofore from that which they wished to 
become in the future. For this purpose they 


carry over anything from their past into 
their new condition; they tried *to build life 
afresh; they left nothing undone to turn 
themselves into something new and un- 
recognizable. 

This urge for novelty, inherent in all revo- 
lutions, failed, nevertheless, to interrupt the 
continuity of French history. In fact, the 
subsequent evolution of France has fully 
borne out the famous contention that “plus 
ca change, plus c’est la meme chose.”’ 

The fundamental principles not only of 
foreign but even of domestic policy pursued 
by the kings of France—namely the unifica- 
tion of national territory, the struggle 
against the privileged classes and especially 
the church, administrative centralization 
and, finally, a quest for strategic alliances— 
had to be applied in a modified form by the 
National Convention, the Directorate, Na- 
poleon, and the Third Republic. Of course, 
innumerable completely new—“revolution- 
ary’’—factors have entered into the com- 
plicated fabric that is France since the days 
of the ancien regime, and have in many ways 
changed the nation’s face. Yet modern 
France cannot be viewed merely as the 
product of the nineteenth century and can- 
not be understood without due recognition 
of the fact that a new France was not born 
either in 1789 or in 1804, or again in 1870. 


Power Concentrated 


In Hands of the State. 


The France of today has millennial foun- 
dations, and her people could never contract 
out of their history, their geography or even 
their national character. 

Exactly the same applies to the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics—perhaps 
even in a still greater degree. The de- 
structive fury of the early years of Bol- 
shevism by far surpassed anything known 
in modern history. Yet, despite this at- 
tempt to uproot completely the whole of 
Russia's past, the Soviet state of today is 
a synthesis of the nation's oldest tradi- 
tions and of those new impulses which 
have been created by the first World War, 
the Bolshevik revolution, and the second 
World War, Witness not only the tre- 
mendous concentration of power in the 
hands of the state but the great economic 
and cultural development. 

The price the Russian people have been 
forced to pay for all this might have been 
very much smaller under a liberal monarchy 
or bourgeois democracy, or even an absolutist 
ezar forced by the pressure of events to in- 
troduce progressive measures from time to 
time merely to avoid catastrophe. But the 
trend was there and nothing could have 
stopped it. Russia's recent foreign policy 
could scarcely have been very different un- 
der any other form of national government. 

The future is far too unpredictable to in- 
dulge in any excessive affirmations—espe- 
cially where Russia is caqncerned. There 
are, however, one or two points the war has 
brought out so clearly that they can at least 


be considered ag starting-points for the fol-

At the other extreme was John Paul But- 
ler, veteran who ran for the Democratic 
nomination for the state legislature at Ala- 
mo, in Crockett county, and was defeated by 
14 votes. Butler called the meeting at 
Alamo for the avowed purpose of forming a 
nation-wide veterans’ movement to stamp 
out political machines. 


Before the meeting was held, however, 
Butler already was negotiating with the 
Crump machine in Memphis. The “national 
movement” turned out to be southern ora- 
tory and little else. 

The meeting did result, however, in the 
formation of a Veterans’ Non-Partisan 
League headed by Big Jim Buttram of 
Athens, and Buttram, at least, is seriously 
determined to smash the power of Ed Crump 
in Tennessee. Buttram, 24 years old, is a 
200-odd pound former combat infantry cor- 
poral with a real gift for leadership. Men 
listen to him and follow him wifhout think- 
ing why. Buttram’s marshal’s baton al- 
ready is too big for his corporal’s knapsack 
and he is going to be heard from in Ten- 
nessee politics no matter what happens. 


It was the drama of it that appealed to

Carlson’s program of prosperity and peace 
through political action spearheaded by vet- 
erans—pbut not exclusively a veterans’ move- 
ment—got a very scant hearing.

After Carlson ‘had slipped out, unnoticed, 
the veterans voted to make their show an 
exclusively veterans’ affair, refused to in- 
clude any statement of purposes in their 
organizing resolutions and began concentra- 
ting on getting their members elected to 
public office. Buttram is, first of all, an or- 
ganizer. He picked leaders from nine Ten- 
nessee counties represented at the first meet- 
ing and made plans to get veterans’ repre- 
sentatives named in the other 86 counties, 
by working through American Legion posts. 

This is the Crump method—to work 
through Legion posts—and the Crump aim: 
to get his men elected to office. 


Affidavits Testify 
to Fraudulent Voting. 


The case of John Paul Butler is illustra- 
tive of the meaning of the veterans’ revolt 
in Tennessee. This reporter was shown 
many affidavits indicating that Butler -was 
defeated through fraudulent voting.  Citi- 
zens signed statements that they were paid 
to vote for his wealthy opponent, Dr. W. H. 
Stallings; that Stalling’s tenants outside the 
county were hauled in trucks to Crockett 
county to vote for Stallings; that judges 
marked ballots for Stallings, even voting 
people who did not come to the polls, etc.

We had a distinguished school system in the 
old days, too, with great leaders like the Har- 
rises, the Soldans, the Susan Blows and the 
Blewetts. We had a Forest Park that was a 
lovely prospect of trees and woods, country 
within city, instead of the urbanized cut-up play- 
ground that the park has now become. 

Are those days gone forever? No doubt they 
are, but it is sometimes difficult to see that the 
modern St. Louis represents an improvement. 
One of our striking advances is that with the 
aid of Bernard Dickmann and James L. Ford we 
were able to get rid of smoke, but our slums 
are an abomination and it is depressing that the 
Louis Maginns and Cyrus Crane Willmores are 
against the only program which could probably, 
rid us of them. And this is even more depress- 
ing: that they are joined by a man who has been 
in the past a great public servant—Louis Nolte. 

Despite a big street-widening program some 
years ago, our traffic is again becoming hope- 
lessly snarled and we are driving business to 
the suburbs by not providing sufficient highway 
arteries and parking places in the downtown 
section. The city has long been losing popula- 
tion to the county and there is nothing imme- 
diately in sight which will sharply reverse that 
trend. 

In a cultural sense, we often seem to be 
hanging on with our fingernails. Each year one 
of our most glorious institutions, the St. Louis 
Symphony, faces a financial crisis. Our library 
is starved for funds. On the credit side, we 
have the delightful Little Symphony and the 
Art Museum. 

We are not, however, very much alive cultur- 
ally. Perhaps the fiercest recent controversy is 
whether the priceless Dizzy Dean should con- 
tinue to butcher the English language over the 
microphone or whether he should conform 
primly to school teacher English. 

The Municipal Opera continues to be im- 
mensely popular with its lovely setting, cos- 
tumes, etc., but it continues to depend upon 
shopworn old favorites, the operettas of Victor 
Herbert, Romberg and Lehar. 

While the city is at last showing some prog- 
ress in preparing for the air age, St. Louis has a 
long way to go before we can feel comfortable 
that its advent will not have caught us napping. 
_ Our streets are not too clean and the town has 
in many parts a shabby, tired appearance. 

Since Mr. Truman took office a lot of St. 
Louisans like John Snyder, Stuart Symington, 
Robert Hannegan and J. K. Vardaman have left 
here for high official places. These departures 
we take with more or less complacence because 
we have a lot of talent left, like Bishop Scarlett, 
Edna Gellhorn, Arthur Compton, the recently 
returned Dean Stead and many other fine 
people who set the tone for this community. 

We have industrial giants like Edgar Mon- 
santo Queeny. We have civic-minded business 
leaders like J. Wesley McAfee and Walter Head, 
though we do wish Mr. Head would not join 
quite so many committees. 

In baseball our Cardinals, still operating un- 
der the momentum of Branch Rickey’s genius, 
lead the league, but the Brownies, after unex- 
pectedly winning the championship two seasons 
ago, once again recall the old chestnut that 
St. Louis is 

First in shoes, 


First in booze, 
And last in the American League. 


This is a helter-skelter estimate of the St. 
Louis of 1946, but at least it should serve the 
purpose of giving the recently formed Colum- 
bian Club with its ambitious program an idea of 
what it is letting itself in for. 
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Another Railroad Peak 


Record grain crops foretell another acute rail 
traffic peak. Extraordinary measures are need- 
ed, says the Office of Defense Transportation, to 
keep freight from backing up at the rate of 
50,000 to 75,000 carloads a week, It‘ could be 
serious. However, one may reasonably assume 
that the seriousness will be kept to a minimum. 
For the railroads have done a magnificent physi- 
cal job of transportation in the last five years 
and, in doing so, have made small irritations of 
what could easily have been great crises. 

In 1929, 447 billion ton-miles of freight serv- 
ice was performed with some 2,278,000 cars. Traf- 
fic in 1932 was down almost one-half. Because 
business recovery was slow and truck competi- 
tion growing, worn-out rolling stock was retired 
without full replacement throughout the 1930s. 
Freight-car supply was about 22 per cent below 
1929 on the day of Pear] Harbor and throughout 
the war. Yet the railroads performed 65 per 
cent more freight service in 1944 than in 1929 
--and also broke passenger records. 

There were scattering tie-ups and embargoes. 
It was necessary to give freight priority over 
passengers, ‘But these were minor things in a 
fine over-all record which contrasts brightly with 
Government operation during World War I. To 
be sure, the Government helped by ordering 
heavier and more prompt loadings and in other 
ways. Most shippers co-operated fully, But the 
principal triumph was by the railroads, and par- 
ticularly by their operating officers and per- 
sonnel. 

Today, therefore, there is basis to hope that 
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The clash with Yugoslavia over the destruc- 
tion of American planes could not have come 
about except as a part of the policy of Russia 
and her satellites to rule out commercial airline 
agreements with other nations. The two ele- 
mentary “freedoms of the air” are the right to 
fly non-stop over another nation’s territory and 
the right to make emergency landings. 

Yugoslavia, like Russia and all Russia’s other 
puppet states, has refused to sign treaties recog- 
nizing even these elementary rights, which are 
merely the extension into a new field of the an- 
cient right of haven enjoyed by surface ships. 
Actually, the whole recent unpleasantness would 
have been avoided had Yugoslavia permitted 
American planes to use her air under conditions 
of distress, which occur frequently enough for 
planes flying through the high, ested passes of 
the Julian Alps. . 

The clash with Yugoslavia points up the trou- 
ble that Russia’s refusal to co-operate on air 
routes and bases is causing the United States, 
Britain and Holland in their ambitions to estab- 
lish round-the-world airlines. American airlines 
which the Civil Aeronautics Board had granted 
the provisional right to fly into or across Russia 
are now seeking route changes taking them 
through Turkey and south of the Bolshevik Em- 
pire. 

' Already Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia, Hungary, 
Poland, Bulgaria, Romania and Albania, in addi- 
tion to Russia, are closed to commercial flights 
of nations not under Moscow’s wing. This makes 
plain the need, from the point of view of air 
travel, of keeping Greece, Turkey, Syria and 
Palestine out of the Soviet grasp. 

If these countries should come under Soviet 
domination, there would be no non-Soviet bases 
left in the Middle East. The legitimate ambi- 
tions of the United States and Britain to estab- 
lish global air routes would suffer a crushing 
blow. 

Here is another reason—and a highly proper 
one—why the United States and Britain so 
firmly oppose the extension of Soviet influence 
in the Middle East. In this air age, it is pre- 
posterous to think of. Balkanizing the world. 
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Goldilocks and the Big Red Wolf 


Now that Pravda has recovered from its dis- 
covery of shallowness in the Soviet theater, it 
has issued an ultimatum for social significance 
in fairy tales.

Goldy, like Hitler, invaded the bear’s den, and 
for the very same reason—to steal the porridge. 
Did she get away with it? Hmmm. That’s what 
happens when people go chasing after surplus 
value. 

Pravda has all the social significance it’s look- 
ing for right under its long, blue nose. All it 
has to do now is to find a child who will be 
entranced by ideology that outdoes nonsense, 
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Wise Delay in Shipbuilding 

The Navy has ordered a slowdown in ship- 
building for three good reasons. One is economy, 
another is material shortages and a third is the 
challenge of the atomic bomb. 

President Truman’s economy edict forced the 
delay in naval shipyards, The order was re- 
quired to tighten the nation’s purse-strings aft- 
er the loose way they were held in war. Beyond 
that, the order will help release workers and 
scarce material to stoke up our economy. 

While Admirals may resent having to wait on 


their new creations, the shipbuilding delay of- 


fers opportunity, “Full steam ahead” is a sound 
motto only when a crew knows where it’s going. 
In today’s paper, Howard Blakeslee of the Asso- 
ciated Press reports that it will be some time 
before the Navy knows just where it’s going with 
warship design. 

The Bikini atom tests await thorough analysis. 
Blakeslee points out that two conclusions already 
have been made: Future armadas will need speed 
and must be capable of quick dispersion. Britain 
is experimenting with plans for shallew-draft 
vessels expected to fly over the water at better 
than 100 miles an hour. Meanwhile, our Navy 
may consider cigar-shaped hulls to withstand 
blast, and will have to invent protection from 
radioactive rays. 

Together, the American and British fleets rule 
the seas beyond possibility of immediate chal- 
lenge. So America can afford to hold incomplete 
warships on the ways, virtually as salvage from 
obsolescence. What it cannot afford is mossback 
thinking in the Navy Department that leaves 
barnacles on our strategy.

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Vindication of a Policy 

Final acceptance by the Congress of Argen- 
tina of the Act of Chapultepec, committing the 
country without reservation to inter-American 
solidarity and reciprocal assistance, is a notable 
victory for the State Department’s new policy 
toward that country. It is also a distinguished 
personal victory for Sumner Wellés, whose in- 
fluence has been predominant in reversing the 
Stettinius-Braden policy of getting tough with 
the Peron regime. 

The strong-arm policy of former Ambassador 
Braden violated the letter and the spirit of in- 
ter-American agreements entered into since 1936 
pledging non-interference in each nation’s in- 
ternal affairs. It had no other effect than to 
strengthen President Peron with his own people 
and to raise. doubts as to America’s good faith 
toward its Pan-American commitments, 

Secretary of State Byrnes and Under Secre- 
tary Acheson have now achieved, through a 
friendlier and more realistic approach, the ‘re- 
sults which were denied when non-recognition 
and denunciation were’ used. For the first time 
since 1928 (with one or two insignificant excep-

to be a basis of co-operation with Argentina. ”

A Miracle of Munitions 


ARSENAL OF DEMOCRACY, by Donald M. Nelson. 

(Harcourt, Brace & Co., New York.) 

While the various moods of the individ- 
ual citizen may rise and abate within a 
few hours or days, that of the social sys- 
tem of which he is a part may take 
months, even years. Thus we find during 
the early ’30s a gradual sinking into a pro- 
found national depression from which the 
nation never wholly recovered until the 
outbreak of the war. 

Donald Nelson, chairman of the War 
Production Board up to August, 1944, 
shows in this book how slowly the nation, 
even after Pearl Harbor, responded to the 
needs of a great global war; how long it 
took the people to rise in their wrath and 
consolidate their mighty energies into the 
efficient and workable arsenal necessary 
to lick Germany, Italy and Japan. 

. * + 

He tells from a unique vantage point, the 
story of American war production as he 
saw it unfold, realizing in the meantime 
that the whole story is too big to be told in 
full by any one man. He admits that this 
book is merely a personal account of what 
he saw, heard and experienced, from the 
days when we dared go no further than 
call it defense production, unti] the time 
came when the Axis was overwhelmed by 
the immense weight and power of our in- 
dustry; when the war became a scheduled, 
systematic, inexorable force that even- 
tually obliterated our enemies. 

Mr. Nelson says his task as chairman of 
the WPB never was, and never could have 
been, a one-man job, even though it was 
so conceived by President Roosevelt when 
it was created, The economic power vested 


‘at that time was potentially too great, and 


throughout the book we find the author 
gradually shedding controls and authorities 
not directly germane to his principal func- 
tion of war production. This, he says, was 
not done to escape responsibility, but to 
allocate the burden in such a way that the 
administrative capacity of no one person 
would be spread too thin to be effective. 
+ * * 

The book is written in a forthright, lucid 
manner, occasionally mingled with humor. 

One is pleased to find an objective, dis- 
passionate account of the fundamental 
disagreement between the WPB and the 
Army Services of Supply which culminated 
in Mr. Nelson’s resignation. 

Naturally the wealth of revealing detail 
makes the book a really great story in 
human history during a period of intense 
national stress. Thus is established the 
fact that a great democracy made up of 
an energetic, virile people, aroused to anger 
and united in spirit, is practically invinci- 
ble.

CTUAL physical destruction by war exceeded 60 billion dollars in 


pleted by the United Nations Temporary Sub-Commission on the 
Economic Reconstruction of Devastated Areas. The sub-commission 
has already filed preliminary reports on its survey of 11 countries. At 


present it has three field-groups 
southern Europe. 

Facts on the conditions prevail- 
ing in the 11 countries are em- 
bodied in a set of three reports 
prepared by these teams with the 
aid of the United States secretariat 
here. The facts form only part 
of the picture. The remainder is 
to be filled in by questionnaires 
left with the authorities in each 
country surveyed. 


The reports on the 11-nation 
survey point up certain fundamen- 
tals affecting European recovery. 
Shortages in coal and manpower 
underlie many recovery problems. 
Housing, too, is an important fac- 
tor. Over-all problems include a 
shortage of foreign exchange to 
buy new machinery. 

Situations Summarized. 

The following is a brief con- 

densation of the situation country 
country as revealed by the pre- 
minary surveys: 

Belgium—Latest tabulations of 
Belgian wartime losses give a 
grand total of $2,502,000,000. Pro- 
duction is chiefly hampered by 
manpower and coal shortages. In- 
creases in production through a 
rise in manpower cannot be ex- 
pected since demobilization is vir- 
tually complete and additions to 
the labor force would depend on 
import of foreign labor. To bring 
the coal-mine pit-gangs up to pre- 
war strength 40,000 miners would 
have to be imported, probably 
from Italy. 

Belgium’s needs are summarized 
as follows: (1) re-establishment of 
trade relations with Germany; (2) 
importation of coal; (3) importa- 
tion of workers; (4) preservation 
of Belgian capital invested abroad. 
 Denmark— This is among the 
more fortunate nations. Wartime 
reduction of real assets was only 
between 5 and 10 per cent. Most 
serious losses occurred through 
the wartime destruction of one 
third of the Danish merchant ma- 
rine from which came a substan- 
tial portion of national revenue 
in the past. The industrial side 
of the picture is- fairly bright, 
capacity being about the same as 
prewar, although maintenance 
and some machine replacement 
are necessary if production levels 
are to be sustained. 

French Losses Heavy. 

France—French material losses 
during the war total $20,000,000,- 
000, Deterioration and depletion 
of stocks raises the tone to 26 bil- 
lion dollars. At the time of libera- 
tion, 800,000 houses were totally de- 
stroyed and another 2,000,000 dam- 
aged. The government hopes to 
provide temporary housing for 
all victims by the end of this year. 

Main factors impeding the per- 
manent building program are 
shortages of coal and _ wood, 
France is the only country pro- 
ducing more coal now than she 
did before the war, but French 
needs are greater. 

Harvests this year will be good 
enough to allow some foodstuffs 
to be sent to England, but a lack 
of fertilizer and agricultural ma- 
chinery is still a limiting factor. 
Plants are producing only 75 per 
cent as many agricultural imple- 
ments as they did pre-war. Auto- 
mobile output is only 55 per cent 
of the 1938 average, despite the 
fact that in 1938 the industry was 
only operating:.at 60 per cent of 
plant capacity. 

French rail transport, now 75 

er cent of normal, is expected to 

operating 100 per cent by the 
end of this year, but inland water 
transport is only at a 60 per cent 
level and road transport is down 
to 50 per cent. 

France looks to both foreign and 
domestic loans to help her realize 
a recovery program planned to 
cost -$31,600,000,000, Underlying 
the whole question, however, is 
not only money but manpower. 
During the war, the population of 
France dropped from 41.8 million 
to 40.1 million.

How- 
ever the government plans to re- 
establish the prewar merchant 
fleet by a building and buying 
program in the next eight years. 


Albania Needs Minerals. 


Albania—The future of Albania 
lies in the opening up of mineral 
resources, This would go far to 
reverse the adverse prewar trade 
balance which kept it dependent 
financially on Italy. Present con- 
ditions are dark. 


It is acknowledged that with- 
out the aid of UNRRA there 
would have been mass starvation. 
It is estimated that out of 270,000 
homes, 18,000 to 25,000 were de- 
stroyed. Between 200 and 250- vil- 
lages were evacuated, damaged 
or destroyed. The two leading 
ports of Durazzo and Valona were 
ruined. Bridges everywhere were 
heavily damaged but road trans- 
port is being maintained by tem- 
porary UNRRA repairs. 

Greece—Darkest picture in this 
11-nation survey is that of Greece. 
War-losses—(direct damage, de- 
preciation and occupation-costs)—

cheological and art treasures 
stolen by the enemy are not in- 
cluded. 

About 1,200,000 persons were 
made homeless. Building destruc- 
truction totaled 189,000 urban 
houses, 220,000 rural houses, 8000 
schools, 2000 hospitals and pub- 
lic buildings, 1000 churches. 

Greece lost 25 per cent of her 
timber resources. Reforestation 
will take 50 years. 

In June of this year, exactly 
half as much food was being pro- 
duced as in 1938. The present 
food level is 1500 calories daily 
of which two-thirds is contributed 
by UNRRA, 

Draft animals were reduced 
during the war by 50 per cent.

Aim Is to Assure 
Everyone 2600 Cal- 
ories a Day—Meet- 
ing Tomorrow.

They will have for study a 15-year 
program aimed at _ increasing 
world diets to at least 2600. calo- 
ries a day for everyone. 


The plan involves no charity. 
It is a boot-strap lifting idea, 
worked out here by the staff of 
the U.N, Fooc and Agriculture 
Organization (FAO), whereby it is 
hoped the nations can lift them- 
selves to decent diets. 


FAO finds that practically the 
same areas that are the unhappy 
footballs of the world’s politicians 
are also the areas that are among 
the most poorly fed: India, Java, 
Korea, Iran, Iraq, Trans-Jordan, 
and China. FAO has been at work 
for a year in Washington head- 
quarters. It has 42 member na- 
tions, including all the major pow- 
ers except Russia. 


The program should be interest- 
ing reading for men who live by 
producing foods. It sets 1960 as a 
“target date” and says that to get 
a minimum diet of 2,600 calories 
by then, the world must increase 
its food production by the follow- 
ing percentages: 

Cereals 21; roots 27; sugar 12; 


fats 34; peas and beans 80; fruits 
and vegetables 163; meat 46; milk

The plan takes account of In- 
dia’s love of rice, Latin American 
preferences for beans and so on. 
It only hopes to raise the calorie 
intake of the poorer countries 
(and 2,600 calories would be, a 
thousand more than some are get- 
ting). It makes no attempt to get 
the best balance between cereals, 
meats and vegetables. 


FAO finds that in only 11 na- 
tions out of the 70 surveyed do 
the people normally average at 
least 3000 calories a day. These 
were the United States, Canada, 
Erie, the United Kingdom, Den- 
mark, Norway, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, Argentina, New Zealand, and 
Australia. In 11 other nations the 
people normally average 2000 or

EW of the issues over which the great powers are struggling at 
Paris have such direct impact on the lives of the peoples involved 
and the long-term relations of the great powers as has Russia’s 


hard-driving, econgmic penetration of the Danubian countries, 


The common man in Hungary 
Romania, Austria, Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia is wondering whether 
the Russian. system means that 
his country will be tied in eco- 
nomically with the Soviet Union, 
and whether he will have to give 
up some of his shirts, shoes, over- 
coats, perambulators, kitchen 
utensils or a better house to live 
in for the benefit of the less for- 
tunate of who live within the 
original boundaries of the Russian 
experiment in Communism, 

In the last two years the com- 
mon man in the Danubian val- 
ley has met and had to do with a 
large number of Soviet citizen- 
soldiers gawking wonderingly at 
privately owned houses, automo- 
biles and power companies, or 
fingering the cloth of the Danw- 
bian man’s free-trade, capitalistic 
suit and he wonders if such a 
tie-in could better him, at least in 
his own lifetime, 

Internationally, the Russian 
drive means to the United States 
and Britain a threat to their 
trade and established capital in- 
terests, mainly oil and Danubian 
transportation. To Russia it 
means direct harnessing of the 
riches and transport of the Danu- 
bian area to the production-hun- 
gry Soviet economy. 

Russia’s point of view is that 
any but the most carefully con- 
trolled opening for the United 
States and Britain in the now 
Russian-sealed areas would mean 
exclusion of production-poor Rus- 
sia. Russia needs the raw ma- 
terials, the production of the fac- 
tories, and the road, river and 
rail transport of the Danube val- 
ley if she is to make good on 
promises to the Russian people 
of more clothes, houses, pots, pans, 
food and transportation. 

The Russian economic capture 
of Romania, richest of the Danu- 
bian states and consequently the 
most important conquest there, 
shows that Russia is following a 
well thought-out, integrated plan, 
and that the Soviet has been a 
keen student of other systems 
such as Britain’s sterling area 
operations. 

The “ruble area” which Russia 
is establishing is the exact reverse 
of the sterling area system. 
Where the British seek preference 
through control of a country’s 
credit Russia seeks control of 
production. The basis is an “eco- 
nomic collaboration accord,” the 
rock-bottom objective of which is 
to reduce trade to a simple two- 
way exchange, or exchange only 
within the total area covered by 
similar agreements, 

Practically, under the broad pro- 
visions of the economic collabora- 
tion accord, Russia and the other 
country agree to set up mixed- 
participation companies in which 


Russia and the government or na- 
tionals of the ather country share 
on a straight 50-50 basis. These 
giant companies, linked to the 
national banks of both countries, 
have special financing privileges, 
special import-export privileges, 
special transport facilities, and 
are in every way placed in posi- 
tion to dominate, if not absolutely 
to monopolize, their fields, 

Thus in Romania the Sovrompe 
Trol, as it is called, has a virtua! 
option, by the terms of the 
charter given to it by the Ro- 
manian Government, on new. oil 
lands, It will move its products 
by means of the Sovromtransport, 
and finance itself and contro! oil 
industry import - export through 
Sovrombank. These privileges 
place the large American, British, 
Dutch, Belgium and private Ro- 
manian oil interests in Romania 
in a disadvantageous, if not fatally 
prejudiced, position. 

In all cases, despite the 50-50 
financial aspect of the companies, 
the general manager with com- 
plete executive powers, will be a 
Soviet citizen, responsible to the 
Soviet Government, 

When all the fields of industry, 
commerce, finance and even agri- 
culture have been covered by such 
companies, as is specifically fore- 
seen in the basic collaboration 
agreement, the economies of the 
two countries, have, for better or 
for worse, been tied tightly to- 
gether to the virtual exclusion of 
all commerce with other countries. 

Commerce outside the “ruble 
area” will be limited to such li- 
censed buying and selling as is 
necessary to speed up, bolster or 
fill gaps in the “ruble area” plan. 

Thus a Romanian economic mis- 
sion composed chiefly of two big 
Romanian industrialists which is 
at present in the United States is 
seeking capital goods such as farm 
machinery, industrial machines 
and vita] materials which can be 
used to get the Romanian end of 
the “ruble area” working effec- 
tively. 

When the economies of the two 
countries are integrated, the 
smaller and weaker country is in 
danger of working exclusively for 
the needs of the greater. Uncom- 
fortably for the peoples of the 
Danube valley, this would mean, 
at least for the foreseeable future, 
diversion to Russia of the prod- 
ucts they used to exchange with 
the west for typewriters, building 
materials and all sorts of finished 
goods and the Soviets for an un- 
predictable time need to take in 
before they can give out. 

That, to the Danubian man, 
means in many cases a reduction 
to the Soviet standard of living 
and goodby to the cheap, well- 
known, regularly produced and de- 
livere products of the west. 


‘DEFINITE STARVATION TREND’

Use of Profits. 


Profits from these operations 
will be used, in turn, to support 
“yneconomic” systems designed to 
bring light and power to the iso- 
lated glens and the lonely “crofts,” 
or farm homes, of the highlands. 

The whole is understhe direc- 
tion of the north of Scotland hy- 
droelectric board, a body similar 
to the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity which served in soMe ways as 
a model.

Protecting future warships 
against radioactive energy involves 
two main questions. One is how 
to save crews from ray injuries 
that strike them immediately or 
within a few hours. The other is 
how to avoid laying up warships 
for months at a time after an 
atomic attack because they are 


projected against the time when 
atomic bombs will be compara- 
tively cheap — one thousandth of 
the cost of the first few — and 
plentiful. In that day it is likely 
to be true that one bomb can de- 
stroy one ship without hitting it, 
but with the necessity of getting 
within a few hundred yards of the 
sturdiest craft that can be built. 

Future warships will be de- 
signed to meet three atomic bomb 
conditions. One is blast that can 
twist inch-thick steel of present 
strength at half a mile, but will 
not crumple present armor plate 
at that distance. Another is flash 
heat that melted some of the top 
structures of ships within 1000 feet 
at- Bikini lagoon. This melting 
damage was not. serious, but the 
flast effects on topside personnel 
would have been crippling with 
present naval design. The third 
design problem is to meet radio- 
active rays, something new in war- 
fare. This probably will involve 
both design and tactics. 

One obvious approach a 
structure with somewhat the 
cigar-shape and design of a sub- 
marine. Modern submarines es- 
sentially are one hull inside an- 
other, built to resist pressure. 
That shape and structure also is 
well adapted to resist to some ex- 
tent the enormous pressures put 
on ships by atomic bomb explo- 
sions. These atomic pressures in 
air cover all sides of the ship 
above the water line, rather than 
putting a squeeze on one spot, 
such as the blow struck by a shell 
or blockbuster.

Hoods for Warships. 

Even ?#f this basic design prin- 

ciple is not adopted, it is likely 
to be approached in appearance 
by hoods over the tops of war- 
ships. Hoods need not cover the 
big guns, which apparently were 
unscathed at Bikini. Even smal] 
guns down to 20 mm. were not 
visibly damaged. But hoods or 
other protection will be needed 
for topside personnel against the 
blast and the heat flash. 
What this protection will be 
made of is problematical, The 
way tank tire treads withstood 
both heat and blast, without even 
slight signs of damage on the 
Bikini target ships, suggests that 
for some purposes something be- 
a steel may be used for hood- 
ng. 

There is no information as to 

the ability of rubber treads to 
stop X-rays and neutron rays, but 
if there is any material, such as 
fiber-glass compounded . with 
metal, rubber or other substances, 
that will withstand radioactive 
rays as well as blast and heat, it 
is likely to become an item in 
Naval construction. 
Much sturdier underwater con- 
struction of hulls is feasible, but 
the atomic bombs pose Many spe- 
cific construction problems. 

One of these is illustrated by 
the ship stacks. The blast went 
straight down some stacks at Bi- 
kini and blew off the doors of 
fire boxes, and bent or dislocated 
some boiler room equipment. 
Outer shells of boilers were 
cracked in one or more cases. 
The stacks themselves are a 
further problem, for although 
some of the warships with 
smashed top gear undoubtedly 
could have sailed out of Bikini 
lagoon, the smoke would have

The flash of X-rays and neue 


trons at the instant of explosion 
lasts ‘less than a second. But in 
that period it is likely to cause 
fatal injury to anyone 

within a half mile and to injure 
seriously anyone within a mile, 

Only thick steel or several feet 
of concrete are good protections 
against this flash. An ordinary 
modern steel ship would be pene- 
trated through and through by this 
flash, so that if. some miracle 
saved the vessel from being sunk 
or burned, everyone on board, even 
deep in the hull, probably would 
be injured seriously by the rays. 

As with all the other energies 
of atomic bombs, distance is the 
best protection against the radio- 
active flash. But after this flash, 
the ships themselves become radio- 
active and continue to emit rays 
for varying periods of time since 
the bomb’s neutrons enter atoms 
of matter on the ships. 

These aftermath rays do#@ not 
cause fatal injuries instantly, but 
they may be strong enough so that 
men cannot face them for more 
than a few minutes without dam- 
age. In most cases they take 
hours of exposure to do serious 
harm. ® 

Underwater Blast 

The underwater bomb spreads 
aftermath rays over a wider area 
and in greater and more danger- 
ous intensity than does the air 
bomb. The column of water blown 
into the air mushrooms almost 
instantly to blanket several miles. 
The water descending from this 
cloud is filled with radioactive 
materials including newly created 
atoms from the split plutonium or 
uranium of the bomb itself. 

There must be washing, screen- 
ing, new kinds of clothing and 
medical means of protecting per- 
sonnel. Not one ‘of these is at 
present efficient wherever the 
ae a a materials are concen- 


Present atomic bombs, despite 
their cost, are effective ar oe 
tacking shore installations.

WISH I had the ability to bring home a picture of the United 
Nations as I have seen it, not as a remote or academic or ab- 


1 our lives, but as a very human 


of the world and are making an earnest effort, in an always human 


and sometimes mistaken way, but 


nevertheless an earnest effort to 


the best of their ability, to advance and accomplish the great objectives 
‘of that organization. ...I wish to place before you some angles which 
are based upon my own considered judgment and my estimate of the 
present situation, based upon what I have personally seen and seen 


through day-by-day contacts. 

The significant and outstanding 
fact today is that the United Na- 
tions is a going concern which 


is well under way with its work. 
A considerable number of mem- 
bers of this Housé have said to 
me since I came to Chicago: 
“Aren't you pessimistic and dis- 
couraged about what has taken 
place in the United Nations thus 
far?” The answer to that, on my 
part, is an emphatic “no.” Anx- 
ious?’ Yes. Troubled and con- 
cerned? Yes. Discouraged? No. 

The organization has gone 
through troubles, obstacles and 
trials, which have been natural 
and inescapable in the critical 
conditions of the world, but they 
do not, so far as anything I can 
gee today, contain the seeds of 
either failure or betrayal. 


The United Nations was, 
soundly, I think, brought into be- 
ing while the war was being 
waged. The ending of the war in 
Eutope came more quickly than 
had been anticipated, while the 
great conference was in session. 
The war with Japan ended soon 
after. The United Nations Char- 
ter had been drafted on the as- 
sumption that the peace treaties 
would be concluded promptly and 
through the usual processes of the 
making of such treaties. That did 
not take place, and hag not yet 
taken place. 

In consequence, there has been 
thrown into The United Nations, 
through the inability of the Coun- 
cil of Foreign Ministers to agree 
about substantial elements of the 
peace treaties, a great variety of 
the most difficult and important 
problems which you can imagine— 
problems for which the Charter of 
The United Nations was not de- 
signed and with which it was not 
contemplated that the new or- 
ganization would ever have to 
deal. 

Support for U.N. Urged 

I remind you that a great many}; 
people felt, of course, perhaps 

articularly in America, that onc> 
The United Nations was brought 
into being through the taking ef- 
fect of the Charter, we all could 
depend on that institution to work 
out peace and justice to all of 
the world and that there was little 
more which organized public opin- 
jon need do. But we ought to 
realize that a human institution, 
whether it is a local or national 
government, or a bar association, 
or a new structure in world co- 
operation, is not something which, 
like a gadget, we can start run- 
ning, go off and leave and expect 
it to do the job. 

I wish that I could put in ade- 
quate words, the picture which I 
saw day by day, starting last win- 
ter, of the coming together of 
men and women of the 51 nations 
—men and women of all races, col- 
ors, religions, languages, back- 
grounds, legal systems, utterly 
lacking in common ground at the 
start with respect to many things, 
and confronted with the neces- 
sity, not only of coping with a 
lack of a common language and 
the understanding of any one 
tongue, but also reconciling almost 
unsurmountable difficulties in 
their backgrounds and experience. 


Procedure Differences. 

TY refer to one instance, because 
it is one that caused a great deal 
of misunderstanding on the part 
of the people of the United States 
who listened to the radio. We 
Americans are accustomed to cer- 
fain rules of parliamentary pro- 
cedure, We are accustomed to the 
concept of a motion and an 
amendment and an amendment to 
the amendment, as well as amend- 
ment by substitution, and we have 
pretty well defined ideas for that 
kind of a procedure. Anyone who 
has had experience in almost any 
kind of a meeting—a board of di- 
rectors of a corporation or cer- 
tainly in any kind of a political 
convention—would resolve almost 
any question of procedure in a 
few minutes. .. i 

In the United Nations there ap- 
peared to be almost as many con- 
cepts of parliamentary procedure 
as you could imagine. The prey- 
alent notion among the members 
of the United Nations seemed to 
be that as many different resolu- 
tions’ or motions on a subject 
could be offered as there were 
delegates to offer them. I have 
had different lawyers say to me: 
“Why any high school boy could 
have told them better than that.” 
Well, maybe a senior in an Amer- 
ican high school would know 
what to do, in America. The 
distinguished Dr. Quo Tai-chi, the 
president of the Security Coun- 
cil, was surrounded by men 
who had radically different ideas; 
and the Council's Committee 
of Experts, made up of some of the 
- finest lawyers in the various coun- 
tries, were unable for a long while 
to agree on the parliamentary pro- 


voting on motions should be de- 
termined. 


No One Country Can Set Rules. 
I mention this because it is a 

rather vivid instance of the fact 

that no one country and no one 

legal system and no one set of 

rules can have its own way in an 

oo pang like the United Na- 
ons. 


How was it finally resolved? 

There had been a great deal of 
public comment about an inability 
to understand why a body that was 
supposed to proceed in a parlia- 
mentary manner couldn’t work 
out a plan, and I suggest this to 
you to think over just how their 
solution, which represented evi- 
dently a preponderant view de- 
rived from the differing systems, 
would work in the American Con- 
gress or in this House of Dele- 
gates or any political convention 
or public meeting in our own 
country. 
The rule, as I understand it, 
which was finally adopted amounts 
te- about this:: On any subject 
which is under consideration, any 
member may make any motion 
that he sees fit, and all of those 
motions can be pending at the 
same time. 


If anyone who is bound by An- 
glo-Saxon ideas wants to offer one 
as an amendment or to substitute 
for a pending motion, then a dif- 
ferent concept would apply, but if 
there are merely , . . four or five 
separate motions on a subject, the 
rule seems to be that the motion 
that was first made shall] be voted 
on first, and then there is a right 
to have a vote on the others, even 
though the subsequent ones may 
conflict with the first. 

Then comes what to us might 
be unbelievably confusing. If 
amendments are offered, and there 
May be as many amendments as 
anyone desires, all pending at the 
same time, the vote is not in the 
chronological sequence in which 
they were offered. The vote is 
first on whichever amendment is 
deemed to be in its substance and 
in its scope the least related to 
and the most remote from the 
original motion. 


I have told you about this... 
because I want to bring home to 
you . - some realization that 
while there may be parliamentary 
difficulties in the American Con- 
gress which is made up of a people 
of one country . . . there is a still 
greater difficulty and struggle in 
bringing about a working accord 
and a basis of understanding and 
co-operation when you bring men 
together from all parts of the 
world, men of many races, without 
a common language, and they 
have to struggle together under 
the pressure of great world events 
‘such as try men’s souls, toward 
a basis of organized international 
co-operation. No one can be able, 
strong or stubborn enough to have 
his own way. 

‘Gratifying Progress.’ 

I am very strongly of the 
opinion from what I have seen, 
that far from being disturbed by 
what has taken place in the effort 
for. organization and a  law- 
governed world, we ought to be 
gratified with the progress which 
has already been made. My appeal 
to you today, from my personal 
observation, is that the American 
public opinion should not, as it 
too often has, be controlled and 
influenced and shaped by our 
newspaper headlines. 

It is unfortunately true... 
that no accupate or adequate pic- 
ture of the work which the United 
Nations has in progress is com- 
monly given by newspaper head- 
lines across this country. The cen- 
structive work isn’t news. * The 
divisions and debates and vetoes 
are news. , - We read these 
newspaper headlines: “UNO De- 
feats Reds” and “UNO Splits 7 
to 4,” and so forth. 

The picture which I would like 
to give you is that while these 
things do take place in the Se- 
curity Council, and it is regret- 
table that some sharp and great 
difficulties have been thrown into 
that Council at this early stage 
and that the habit of deferring to 
considered, well-debated majority 
judgg ent hasn't yet gone to the 
poin. that it should, the real fact 
- + + is that in. most of the many 
agencies of the United Nations 
which have been and are hard at 
work in New York, a great deal 
of co-operation and teamwork is 
being developed and carried for- 
ward day by day, and with re- 
spect to a multitude of things 
which are in the Chartgr, progress 
by co-operative action of the rep- 
resentatives of the nations is 
steadily going forward, although 
headway sometimes seems to be 
stalled by the unsolved majority 
differences and by minority re- 
fusal to accede as yet to majority 
views,

today than at any time since the 
United Nations came into being. 

I remind you of one of the 
hopeful factors in the situation, 
that the great General Assembly 
of the United Nations, which rep- 
resents all of the 51 nations in- 
stead of some 11 or 18 or 19 of 
them as the various agencies now 
in session do, meets in New York 
on Sept. 3 or soon afterward, and 
I believe ... that the moral judg- 
ment, the crystallization of opin- 
ion, which comes about through 
the meeting and the debates of 
the representatives of all the na- 
tions, have far more. authority 
and force than can be produced 
by any lesser group. 

We may as well face the fact 
that in San Francisco, and I be- 
lieve today, the leadership of the 
so-called five great powers has not 
been all that we hope for. Time 
and again in the San Francisco 
Conference, the earnest voice of 
the smaller and middle nations, 
expressed by men like Jan Smuts 
of South Africa and Evatt of 
Australia and Mackenzie King of 
Canada and Padilla of Mexico, 
was really wiser and more con- 
structive, and helped to build a 
better Charter than would ever 
have been produced by merely the 
big powers alone. When you take 
the Dumbarton Oaks proposal, the 
result of the deliberations of the 
principal powers, which has been 
shown to be inadequate and in- 
sufficient for the creation of an 
international organization which 
would work, consider the differ- 
ence between Dumbarton Oaks 
and the vitalized Charter of the 
San Francisco Conference. That 
differenc2 was, I believe, largely 
due to the voice, the great voice, 
of the smaller nations. Therefore, 
I look forward hopefully_to the 
meeting of the General Assembly. 


World Court a Going Concern 


Not only are there many coun- 
cils and commissions and agencies 
of the United Nations co-opera- 
tively at work today, but I espe- 
cially mention here the fact that 
the World Court in which we are 
so much interested is today a go- 
ing concern with its judges 
elected, with its rules being de- 
veloped and the Court in readiness 
to receive and consider cases. 

There remains with respect to 
the World Court, the great ques- 
tion of whether the United States, 
which is already bound to resort 
to the Court in a great multitude 
of potential controversies which 
arise under various treaties which 
the United States has with other 
nations, shall file a Declaration 
under Article 36 of the Statute... 
so the United States will be in line 
and will be m the lead in accept- 
ing the jurisdiction of the Court 
in the enumerated classes of con- 
troversies with nations which 
have filed like declarations. ... 
(This declaration was filed Mon- 
day). : 

The General Assembly, I might 
add also, will meet in September 
to take up other projects ... in- 
cluding in the course the codifica- 
tion of the principles of interna- 
tional law on such a basis that 
they will have authority and force 
for the government of the nations. 


A lot of people say: “Well, 
what does the General Assembly 
amount to? It has no power to 
make laws in the sense we know 
laws in our country.” Well, that 
is fortunately or unfortunately 
true. 

For my own part, I think we 
are far from ready to confer any 
broad, general legislative powers 
on the General Assembly of any 
international organization. As for 
some limited powers, we can be- 
gin progress in that direction; but 
right at the present time, the 
General Assembly is able to, and 
does, initiate and bring to pass, 
things. which are of far-reaching 
consequence. 


Atomic Energy Control. 

I have particularly in mind, in 
that respect, not merely this duty 
of arranging for the statement or 
codification of international law, 
but what is the most immediate 
issue before the United Nations 
and the world—the control and 
utilization of atomic energy. It 
should not be forgotten that the 
Atomic Energy Commission of the 
United Nations, which has been 
in session day by day in New 
York and on which Mr. Bernard 
Baruch is the American repre- 
nage ay was brought into being 
by the General Assembly of the 
United Nations which pre- 
scribed what it should do, at the 
organizational meeting of the 
General Assembly in London last 
winter. 

I would like to say this to you: 
We have had a lot of publicized 
debates about Iran and Franco's 
Spain and other things at the po- 
litical level, with conflicts or in- 


When this 
matter of the control of atomic 
energy was brought forward and 
Mr. Baruch presented his pro- 
posal, there came a new sense of 
reflity.

many of us had hoped would take 
Place in a definite but limited 
way, of the United Nations or- 
ganization itself. 

I have no doubt that within a 
reasonable length of time there 
will be brought about an agree- 
ment which will accomplish, un- 
der the auspices of the United Na- 
tions, the twofold objectives: first, 
the prevention of the use‘ of 
atomic bombs as a dreaded weap- 
on of warfare, its use by any sin- 
gle nation, and, I am inclined to 
think, its use even by or under 
the auspices of the United Na- 
tions likewise will be ended; sec- 
ondly, at the same time, there will 
be gradually developed under 
proper safeguards, the progressive 
utilization of atomic energy as 
one of the greatest forces for the 
commerce, industry and civilized 
life of the world. 


If the United Nations can be 
the means of removing that source 
of fear and threat to all peoples 
and can bring about a: utilization 
of atomic energy for the great 
uses of peace, that surely will be 
a most hopeful step forward.... 


U.N. Is Not Perfect. 


The United Nations isn’t perfect. 
It is very human, It needs to be 
strengthened and improved... . 
and ,.. it needs to develop in the 
light of experience, But no one 
ever strengthened or improved or 
saved a new institution of govern- 
ment, or anything else, by being 
against it or speaking ill of it or 
by giving up hope for it as a means 
of accomplishing the results. 


This I am profoundly sure about: 
We may as well face the fact that 
unless The United Nations is a 
going concern that can be made to 
work with reasonable effectiveness 
and can be the means of an in- 
creasing degree of international 
co-operation fon a law-governed 
world, there isn’t any use of talk- 
ing or hoping about something bet- 
ter at any time within the life- 
time of any of us, This is no time 
to divide forces because of the 
difficulties at the start. A strong, 
clear, united support is needed... 


Answering two questions which 
have been ked of me here; 
don’t see at' this time any reason 
for believing that any country in 
the United Nations intends to 
‘withdraw from it or wishes it to 
fail. And no issue, in my opinion, 
as yet has arisen which would 
have been less trouble or could 
have been dealt with better if 
there had been in force at the 
time and form of world govern- 
ment which the mind of man 
could have conceived, These dif- 
ficulties were inherent in the con- 
ditions with which the new or- 
ganization had perilously to deal. 

Undoubtedly, unless there is a 
spirit and a will to co-operate and 
to submit to majority judgment, 
the substance of organized peace 
and justice and law cannot be 
fully achieved in the world. 

I da believe that the United Na- 
tions is our best hope for peace 
and law for our children and our 
children’s children.. Our support 
of it is our chance to keep faith 
with those who did not come back 
from the wars. This is our United 
Nations, for better or for worse. 
It needs and should have united 
American support along with ef- 
forts to improve it as fast and as 
far as possible, but within the or- 
ganic structure of its charter, I 
submit that it is our duty to give 
to it that support in the months 
and the years that are to.come.

A total of $12,000,000 has been 
received by veterans in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county in readjust- 
ment and job training allowances 
in the first six months of this 
year, according to a report of the 
Research Bureau of the Social 
Planning Council. : 

The bureau, in pointing out that 
the Federal government extends 
aid to veterans beyond the ability 
of local communities to provide, 
estimated that $9,000,000 repre- 
sented readjustment allowances. 
The other $3,000,000, it said, went 
for job training benefits and sub- 
sistence allowances for veterans 
attending schools, 

In a study of services given 
locally to veterans, the bureau 
said that veterans and their fami- 
lies were assisted by 66 of the 102 
Community Chest agencies. It 
pointed out, however, that while 
two agencies serve former service 
men exclusively the other 64 as- 
sist veterans not because they are 
veterans but because they are 
members of the community. Agen- 
cies designed to aid veterans are 
the Veterans’ Service Center and 
the Veterans’ Welfare Association. 

The research bureau estingated 
that 125 per cent of the total 
number of persons handled by the 
66 agencies were veterans or mem- 
bers of veterans’ families, There 
were 22 agencies who wer? unable 
to determine what proportion of 
their clients were veterans, 

Services range from providing 
foster-home care for children sep- 
arated from parents because of 
crowded housing conditions to 
holding English and citizenship 
classes for G.I. war brides. 


NAVY ENDS DEMOBILIZATION: 
3,070,581 GOT DISCHARGES 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP)— 
The Navy’s formal demobilization 
program ends at midnight tonight 
on schedule with 3,070,581 officers 
and enlisted personnel discharged 
since the surrender of Japan. 

Aug. 15, 1945—24 hours before 
demobilization began-—the Navy 
had a peak strength of 3,400,000 
officers and enlisted personnel. 
Today it is down to 564,546 en- 
listed personnel and 80,311 officers, 
a total of 644,857. This includes 
reservists who must be released by 
next July 1. Its postwar strength 
authorized by Congress is 500,000 
enlisted and 58,000 officers, all 
regulars. 

With completion of its demobili- 
zation program, the Navy is clos- 
ing 29 formal separation centers. 
Henceforth, 25 naval stations and 
35 naval hospitals have been desig- 
nated as discharge points for all 
personnel remaining on duty after 
Sept. 1.

1. Latinos have been “working 
for the Yankee wartime dollar” 
and liking it. Now Uncle Sam 
has quit building Army and 
Navy bases, water works sys- 
tems, power plants, homes and 
highways, That wartime pros- 
perity, greater than any Latin 
America has even known, now 
is over, poverty seems close, and 
everyone is upset. 

2. “Interventionists” of all 
kinds. are finding the postwar 
problems an “open sesame” for 
their disruptive tactics. Com- 
munists are stirring up dissen- 
sion... American “imperialists” — 
and they are many—are seeking 
to wangle concessions of monop- 
olies for the low dollar so they 
can fatten on the high dollar 
they ~will get for the product in 
the States. 

3. Local politics is less impor- 
tant as a cause for revolution 
than ever before, but it still 
is a motivating factor. Po- 
litica] opportunists seize on the 
postwar unrest and dissatisfac- 
tion in the hope they can build 
a fortune in the short time be- 
fore—as they know—some other 
politico kicks them out of the 
palace. 

Under such conditions, Latin 
America can hope for no. real 
peace and prosperity in the im- 
mediate future. Apparently, it is 
a “sickness” through which each 
country must pass, and many a 
sincere politico says “the quicker 
the better.” 

Another factor is the manner in 
which ‘presidencies were perpetu- 
ated without consulting the peo- 


ple. 
Picture by Countries. 

From the best available sources, 
‘this appears to be the picture in 
our neighboring lands: 

Argentina—President Juan Do- 
mingo Peron is considered anti- 
American, pro-Nazi and  pro- 
Fascist. His administration is un- 
friendly to American business 
men, and it ig reasonable td ex- 
pect he will encounter unfriendly 
actions as a result. Arms and am- 
munition are being smuggled from 
New Yorkto Argentina, reliable 
sources say. Peron has stated 
flatly that “if anyone tries to start 
a revolution in Argentina, I will 
start one of my own a week be- 
fore them.” 


Brazil—Communists have been 
outlawed in Brazil since thé revo- 
lution which put President\Eurico 
Gaspar Dutra in power. Neverthe- 
less, the new constitution being 
written by the Brazilian congress 
is shot through with communistic 
planning. There have been threats 
that the Government will use 
military force to put down Com- 
munism, 

Bolivia — Hanging President 
Gualberto Villaroel from a lamp 
post plunged this country into the 
usual chaos which follows the end 
of a dictatorship. There will be 
factional strife, fomented by vari- 
ous political groups seeking con- 
trol, and there may even be 
counter-revolutions before a peace- 
ful, permanent administration can 
be effected, 

Chile—On Sept. 3 (next Tues- 
day), Chileans will go to the polls 
to elect a president. Strongly 
Socialist and Communist for 
years, Chile may emerge from 
this election a rightist country. 
This, many observers feel certain, 
could not be accomplished without 
substituting bullets for ballots, and 
Chileans are never reluctant for 
battle. 6 

Ecuador—Oneée attempt by an 
American construction firm to fo- 
ment a revolution was smashed 
a few months ago, bringing a blast 
from the State Department against 
Americans who mix ' in Latin 
American politics. Ecuador’s re- 
cent election was a fiasco, because 
only the government party par- 
ticipated, and Ecuador is almost 
certain to have a bitter contest in 
the near future. ; 

Paraguay—This little country {1s 
sandwiched between the ambi- 
tions of Argentina and Brazil. Re 
cently there has been a notice- 
able tendency to seek stronger 
ties with the United States—and 
along with it signs of revolt 


jagainst the present administra- 


tion. 

Venezguela—The military junta 
which has ruled Venezuela since 
the overthrow of President Isaias 
Medina y Angarita last Oct. 18 
is having an unhappy time. The 
Commun who fought on Me- 
dina’s side during the revolt, have 
accepted the junta’s moves for 
appeasement, but apparently are 
following a policy of keeping 
everything in a chaotic state for 
their own eventual benefit, 

Colombia—There have been spo- 


‘radic outbursts of strictly political 


disorder. Election of President 
Ospina Perez was conclusive, but 
followers of Jorge Elecie? Gaitan 
are becoming eperous. 

Peru—aA bitter undercover battle 
to retain freedom of the press has 
been going on in Peru for almost 
a year, but it is almost certain 
that there ig little press freedom 
at present. Labor is giving con- 
siderable trouble in Peru ag it is 
in Chile, 

Uruguay—Long sympathetie to 
exiles from Argentina, Uruguay is 
under ergy from that country.

There is some dissat- 
isfaction with Guatemalan politi- 
cal affairs, but it is limited, and 
there seems no real reason to 
belie.e there will be any import- 
ant uprisings. 

Ni — President Somoza 
has earned a reputation deserved- 
ly for being a hard man with po- 
litical opponents; there is strong 
opposition to him, and an attempt 
to oust him could be successful 
if it ever got a flying start. 
Honduras — Weird stories of 
torture, imprisonment, flogging 
and other punishments for anti- 
administration activities have come 
out of Honduras. Exiles claim 
there is an iron rule, and if they 
can find the guns and money they 
need, there may be a “banana 
revolution,” strictly for political 
reasons. 

El Salvador—This is the coun- 
try where there are more teachers 
than soldiers. It has reputation 
for being a peaceful land, but 
even here there are rumors of 
growing dissension. 


Costa Rica — Here, too, are 


turning, while other exiles boast 
openly that Grau San Martin will 
not be president a year hence. 
Haiti—The Negro ,epublic has 
always been the scene of massa~- 
cre when unrest gets out of hand. 
Overthrown President Elie Lescot

Dominican Republic — Commi 
nism has not yet shown itself 
here, but with President Trujillo 
welcoming back exiles and invit- 
ing formation of opposition 
parties, some sort of a show is in 
the offing between now and next 
May’s election. If what exiles say 
is true, it’s going to be lively. Peo- 
ple here are prosperous. They had 
very little G.I. prosperity to lose, 
and are facing no particular re- 
conversion problems, 


Puerto Rico — This is Uncle 
Sam’s headache. Inatiguration of 
Gov. Jesus T. Pinero Sept. 3 may 
be only the beginning of increased 
difficulties, because Puerto Ricans 
want to establish a nation of their 
own, or they want statehood, or 
they want to remain a colony— 
they are not sure which. They do 
know they want Uncle Sam to 
continue the system of work relief 
with which former Gov. Rexford 
G. Tugwell kept them happy. If 
the new governor attempts to save 
the Continental taxpayers’ money, 


he’s bound to have disorders.

Mistakes to Avoid 
On Ozark Streams 


By Leonard Hall 


HIS is the season when letters arrive about Ozark vacation 

trips of many kinds. Some folks are content to drive 

through the picturesque hill country, to visit the beautiful 

springs that border the streams, or find a comfortable camp be- 

side some river er lake 

where they can laze in the 

shade or sit on a bank with 

a cane pole and fish. Some 

are more venturesome and 

want to try “float fishing,” 

a sport unique to the Ozark 

country. Of these, many 

will stay at camp or lodge 

and make trips of a single 

day which can be arranged 

in the neighborhood. Some 

will try thé more elaborate 

method of taking a trip with 

one of the Ozark outfitters 

like Walter Bales at Emi- 

nence who floats the Cur- 

rent river, or Jim Owen at 

Branson whose bailiwick is 

the White River country. A 

few, however, are even more 

venturesome and want to 

tackle these streams on 

their own in flatboat or 

eanoé. And judging by the letters we get, the latter group is 

growing. If you're going to spend your vacation in one spot, 

the job is to locate a place you like and make certain what is 

available in the way of food and equipment, so you can supply 

whatever is lacking and thus have a successful and comfortable 

outing. When you float the Ozark streams with experienced 

guides, the man who outfits 'the trip can tell you what to bring 

along and, once there, you will be in the hands of capable men 

who'll do their best to make you comfortable. If you’re going 

it alone, the problem is different. And the first thing I’d say to 

do in this case is to plan your trip with all possible care, getting 

competent advice on equipment and supplies from someone who 

has been there. Such advice is bound to increase the pleasure 

of your trip at the very least—and it may save you from 
disaster.

An excellent example of this came to our attention 
recently when Mel Kleinschmidt brought a friend by the 
house to tell of an experience he’d had down on Current 
river a few days earlier. This man and his ll-year-old 
boy, a fine youngster on his way to being a real out- 
doorsman, were caught on the river in the worst flash- 
flood to hit the Current in $1 years; a rise of 21 feet in 
24 hours. I’m hoping they won’t mind being used as an 
object lesson but, during the whole exciting narrative, 
one thought was constantly in my mind: It was only by 
sheer luck that this dad and his boy were here telling 
me their story and neither of them realized this even 
as they told it.

@ FATHER AND SON HAD PLANNED this trip together and 
went to Round spring on the Current river to start a float of 
three or four days. It was their first trip and they were going 
it alone. Their boat was a light, canvas-covered craft designed 
for navigating quiet lakes in good weather by means of a 
gmall outboard motor. It was about 10 feet long with a four- 
foot beam, equipped with oar locks for emergency and about 
as handy to navigate from the back end with a paddle as a 
washtub. When they put the boat into the water at Round 
spring they had, in my opinion, made two mistakes, The first 
was to be starting the expedition at all, without at least having 
been over part of the route once with a guide. Current river 
ia not a stream where youngsters may play without danger, 
even though I'll go down it at any time with a new man han- 
@iing the paddle, provided he is an experienced riverman,

@ THE SECOND MISTAKE WAS EVER ito underiake such 
a trip in a boat totally unsuited for river navigation. To nego- 
tiate fast streams such as those which traverse the Ozark 
highland, where rock-strewn rapids, right-angle turns, sub- 
merged logs and boulders are the rule rather than the excep- 
tion, your first essential is a long boat which you can manipu- 
Yate in the swift current. It should be canted at both ends like 
the Ozark “John-boat” or pointed like a canoe. The first rule 
of the experienced riverman on swift water is to “keep the 
back end behind the front end”—a job which becomes propor- 
tionately harder as the boat becomes shorter and wider. The 
thing which probably saved the lives of these voyagers was 
their outboard motor which, when the flood came, enabled them 
to move faster than the current and so gain some maneuverabil- 
ity. Eventually, however, the boat capsized and their gasoline 
was lost. Shortly thereafter, they managed to make the bank 
and found a farmer who convinced them it was probable sui- 
cide to go further. And so a trip ended which, to my way of 
thinking, should | never have begun. 
oe ey 
Oddly enough, if it hadn’t been for another occur- 
rence resulting from inexperfence, they might have out- 
run the flood. This was that, when the rain came down 
and they first noticed the river rising, they camped 
for a day so as not to have to push on in the rain. 
Either experience or advice could have prevented such 
an error. Anyone who has been there before knows the 
flood potentiality of the Ozark rivers and would risk 
a wetting rather than a drowning, any day.

@ IT WAS DURING THAT 2% HOURS in camp that the river 
rose out of its banks to become a menacing flood, raging down 
the valley and carrying giant logs on its crest, any of which 
eould have smashed that boat like an eggshell. I believe that 
any man can spend a third to a fourth of his life out-of- 
doors to good advantage. It will teach him that many of 
life’s complexities are of his own making. And I believe 
any father who doesn’t bring up his boy to know and love 
the woods and fields and streams is missing one of the finest. 
experiences he can have. But. I also insist that there’s a way 
of doing it right and a way of doing it wrong. The right way 
includes planning and equipment that make every trip an 
experience to think about and look back on with pleasure 
which builds anticipation for the next one.

AMPAIGNING on a foolproof 
E platform of a four-hour day, 

four - day work week, 40 
ounces of beer for a nickel and 
air-conditioned. boxcars for bona 
fide bindle stiffs, 56-year-old 
“Skeets” Simmons was this past 
week elected King of American 
Hoboes. At their first convention 
since 1941, the wandering gentry 
of track stiffs, cinder grifters, rub- 
ber tramps and scenery bums 
from all over the United States 
got together here in Britt (popu-

lation 18138), ousted reigning King . 


Ben “Hobo” Benson, and crowned 
in his stead derby and spats be- 
decked train-flipper Simmons, who 
has risen to the ranks of royalty 
from such lowly labors as lumber- 
jack, glass blower and gandy 
dancer on the high iron. 

While the ’boes were at it, they 
also elected a queen—Polly Ellen 
Pep, who earns what living she 
meeds by sharpening butcher 
steels and who campaigned for 
successful election as First Lady 


of the Hoboes from a comfortable . 


pallet in the guest wing of Ahe 
county jail. 

In a weed patch, selected by the 
hoboes for their jungle, near Ben 
Boldt’s water tank on the out- 
skirts of this little town in north- 
ern Iowa, this reporter ate mulli- 
gan stew out of an old tin can 
with King Simmons and Queen 
Pep and, besides being briefed 
in the basic vocabulary of hobo 
lamguage, was given something of 
an insight into the philosophy of 
these peripatetic citizens who 
wouldn’t buy a coach ticket on a 
passenger train if they had the 
cash and whose idea of luxury is 
a two-bit flop in some joint jon 
skid row. : 

“First,” said King Simmons, as 
he savored a mouth of mulligan, 
“you ought to get this straight. 
We're all hoboes here. There’s a 
difference between hoboes, .tramps 
and bums, It’s this. Hoboes will 
work, not too hard, but a little. 
Tramps won't. All they’re inter- 
ested in is seeing the scenery and 
bumming their lumps. And bums 
—well, bums is hopeless, usually 
broke-down boozefighters’ that 
couldn’t earn an honest dollar if 
they wanted to.” 

Between Skeets and Polly I got 
set straight on hoboes. And be- 
fore the convention was over I 
was pretty well sold ‘that hoboes 
aren’t a bad lot. You take Skeets 
for instance. He has been wan- 
dering around since about 1900 
and has been, variously, a deck- 
hand with the merchant marine, a 
lumberjack, a dishwasher, a glass 
blower, ship’s second cook, small- 
time vaudeville man and a. rail- 
road shovel stiff.

“I got my pride,” said Queen 
Polly. “I don’t want nobody call- 
ing me a drag moocher.” 

Polly, who admits to being 53 
without batting a dust-covered 
eyelash, has a heart as big as all 
the cornfields in Iowa. She’s no 
beauty, but she’s got a certain 
charm. She didn’t show up bad 
in her queen robes, either, al- 
though her hair, from sleeping in 
haystacks before she moved into 
the city jail, had all the order of 
the insides of an old mattress. You 
could have planted oats in the 
wrinkled oases of her neck and 
she wore her $1.98 slacks like noth- 
ing you ever saw in Vogue. But 
Polly’s got a background that the 
’boes recognize as authentic. They 
accept her as an 18-karat, blown 
in the bottle “haybag,” which is 
hoboese for a lady road-bo. 

“I got an idea,” Polly told me, 
“for a sort of world’s end for old 
*boes. Look, these guys oughtn’t 
to be censored for wanting to 
travel around. Me, I can’t remem- 
ber when I first got that wander 
pebble in my oxfords. We don't

ask nothing from nobody. We 
pay our taxes. A penny here on a 
glass of beer, a few cents there 
on a few hamburgers. Now, you 
take this idea for an old hoboes 
home. Nothing fancy. Someplace 
they can live on a pension and 
still steal a peek at the scenery 
once in a while, A sort of per- 
manent jungle, where. they can 
come and go, and not feel all 
cooped up like they would in a 
poorhouse.” 


Polly blew into Britt all set to 
battle “Boxcar Betty”, another 
hoboette, for the royal purple robe 
end sign-painters gilt crown, 
which the good people of Britt 
rented from a Des Moines regalia 
company for the. crowning of the 
King and Queen, But Boxcar 
Betty didn’t show up. Polly, a 
fair-fighter and astute politician, 
dismissed the missing candidate 
for queen with the kind remark: 
“What chance would she have 
had? Everybody knows she smokes 
cigars.” 

Defeated candidate for King of 
the Hoboes, Ben “Hobo” Benson, 
who has held the title since 1941, 
was equally magnanimous when 
it came to conceding the election 
to Simmons. “I’m an old man,” 
said ex-King Ben, “and I don’t 
mind giving up the throne. Just 
so this guy Simmons is on the 
level.” 

And then Ben told about a ma- 
licious rumor that has been going 
‘round to the effect that the new 
King Simmons has been known to 
actually engage in business and

at one time owned a second-hand 
store in Detroit. 

“I hope,” said ex-King Ben, 
“that that ain’t so.” 

To a hobo, owning a business or 
a wife is unthinkable. The "boes 
at the convention all had some 
pretty harsh things to say about 
the New York self-styled Hobo 
King, Jeff Davis, and pointed out 
Davis had plenty of money, made 
in business instead of picked up 
working here and there at odd 
jobs at odd times. They pointed 
out, too, that with a wife and 
family, Davis could scarcely quali- 
fy as a real hobo. 

Cut from the same pattern that 
outlaws the possession’ of a per- 
manent home, a wife, a business, 
family ties, or more cash than you 
can spend in an hour on beer or 
face fodder, all the hoboes who at- 
tended the convention agreed that 
old King Ben had made a good 
Bo-Czar. But some of them 
thought old Ben had begun to feel 
his oats. Some suggested that too 
many radio appearances had gone 
to Ben’s head and that his job as 
travel editor of the “Hobo News” 
might. turn him into a chair 
barnacle,

S a matter of fact, when it 
A came to the balloting at the 

convention, Ben made a pretty 
poor showing. Skeets Simmons was 
well in the lead, with “Highway 
Johnny” Weaver of Ashland, Ne- 
braska, second, and perambulating 
sign painter “Hobo John” Prevatil 
of Omaha, a close third. A sort of 
dark horse who had a lot of sup- 
port, but who arrived too late to 
get his name on ths official ballot, 
was English hobo Roger Payne, 
who holds two degrees from Cam- 
bridge University in England and 
who makes his living selling a 
pamphlet containing his own 
philosophy, which boils down to: 
“Why work six days a week when 
you can get your living by work- 
ing one?” 

Typical of the delegates to the 
convention was “Hotshot” Benson, 
an lIowa-born park-flopper, who 
carried his earthly belongings done 
up in a paper bag suspended from 
his neck by binder twine, boasted 
a 10-day old beard, and a derby 
that he claimed once belonged 
to William Jennings Bryan. Hot- 
shot wasn’t sure what his philoso- 
phy of life was but he guessed it 
it was just the “opposite of what 
causes wars.” That, in the opinion 
of this reporter, was just about 
the sagest comment made at the 
gathering of what the elegant 
“Hobo News” calls the “Pied-

poudre Fraternity”’—which loose- 
ly translated means “the dusty 
foot boys.” 

Among the delegates to the con- 
vention in Britt, the first held 
since 1941 when war restrictions 
discouraged the hoboes from rod- 
riding for security reasons, was 
another ex-King, bearded Harry 
C, “King David” Beetison, who 
reigned over the nation’s hoboes 
from 1937 through 1939. Ex-King 
David, now mellowed and some- 
what settled down on a Nebraska 
farm, put his stamp of approval 
on the convention in general and 
the mulligan stew in particular. 

“First time I ever saw the stew 
without flie# in it,” said ex-King 
David. - 

. 
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ATERIALS for the mulligan 

were donated by the mer- 

chants of Britt, but it was. 
“Cannonball” Ed Baker who did 
the cooking. Cannonbdil, who 
sometimes works as a circus cook, 
tossed 250 pounds of potatoes, 100 
pounds of onions, 150 pounds of 
cabbage, 80 assorted pounds of 
tomatoes, parsnips and turnips and 
60 pounds of stewing beef into 
three big oil drums and added a 
bunch of other stuff, including a 
pound of garlic and some corn, 
peas, string beans, Celery, pep- 
pers and spaghetti, and came up 
with a mess of mulligan that was 
out of this world, The "boes ate 
their fill and then invited the 
townsfolk of Britt to share in 
their feast. 

One Britt housewife was so im- 
pressed that she asked Cannon- 
ball for his recipe, but he had 
trouble with his arithmetic and 
had to give up trying to figure 
out just how much of each ingredi- 
ent she’d have to toss into a pot 
for a family of six. 

For the hobo convention this 
year, the town turned itself into 
what the ‘boes call a “glorified 
lint.” There was a ferris wheel 
and popcorn and peanut stands 
and all kinds of concessions such 
as you see at carnivals. The whole 
six blocks of Main street was 
closed to traffic and a big band- 
stand was erected for the crown- 
ing of the King and Queen. About 
10,000 people from surrounding 
towns crowted into Britt and by 
10 in the morning there wasn’t 
a glass of beer or a hot dog to 
be had. 

Britt does not object to being 
called “The Home of the Hoboes.” 
In fact, the first convention of 
“Tourists Union No. 63”, the of- 
ficial name of the hobo organiza- 
tion, was held in Britt in 1900 
at the express invitation of the 
townsfolk. In 1933, another con- 
vention was held on the anniver- 
sary of the first celebration and 

a ’bo by the name of Hairbreadth 
Harty was elected King. Hair- 
breadth reigned for three years 
but in 1936 was ousted by a gen- 
tleman named Scoopshovel Scotty. 
Scotty was given the honor of 
cooking the mulligan for the occa- 
sion and the hoboes decided that it 
was so delicious they’d be better 
off with a good cook as king than 
they would be with old Hair- 
breadth Harry, who had turned 
literary on them and written a 
book called “Inner Tubes Come 
Clean.” 

In 1987 Scoopshovel Scotty be 
came unruly and landed in a 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, clink and 
King David was that year ele- 
vated to the throne. Old timers 
around Britt recall that the first 
convention in 1900 was a gay af- 
fair. Among other features of 
the day was a hobo foot race, 
First prize was a bottle of beer. 
Second prize was $5.00. 

Just how many "boes turned up 
for this year’s convention could 
not be accurately counted, but 
Queen Polly tossed in the figures 
at around 200. However, it is 
definitely known there were 126 
votes cast in the election that 
elevated Skeets Simmons and 
Polly Pep to the twin thrones of 


King and Queen of American —

DUBLIN, Aug. 31. 
N Dublin bookstalls at the 
moment is a brightly-jacketed 
little book, a collection of Gae- 
lic stories for children. Its title: 
Coinneal na Nodlag (Christmas 


Candle); its authoress: Jane De - 


Valera. For Irish school children, 
adept at the national . 
it is just another book in Irish; 
but for students of-the truly Irish 
scene it is something more, for 
it means that Jane pio- 
neer of the language revival, and 
now close on 60, is still driving 
away at the old idealist cause in 
the moments she had to spare 
from being housewife and domes- 
tic partner to the greatest of liv- 
ing Irishmen, Eamon De Valera. 

All the world knows De Valera, 
whether you call him “Dev” in 
Dublin, or up in Ulster “Deeva- 
leera,” in New York “the Kid from 
43rd. street,” in blase literary cir- 
cles “the Long Fellow,” or to the 
men around him “the Chief.” 

But few know his wife, the 
little, white-haired woman who 
hates the limelight, who prefers 
home cooking to official hob- 
nobbing, who maintains: “We are 
just an ordinary, happy Irish fam- 
ily, with nothing strange about 
us that is‘worth writing.” 

When De Valera abolished the 
Irish Free State and set up the 
part-republic of Eire just seven 
years ago last month he paid off a 
personal debt, so to speak, when 
he chose aged, bewhiskered Dr. 
Douglas Hyde as first president. 
For it was indirectly due to Dr. 
Hyde, as chief founder and early 
inspiration of the Gaelic League 
language revivalist movement, 
that “Dev” met Jane Flanagan. 

That was early in 1909, when 
the lanky mathematics professor 
came round one evening io the 
tiny Gaelic League classroom in 
Dublin’s faded Georgian Parnell 
Square where Sinead Ni Fhianna- 
gain was giving lessons in Irish. 
He was 27 then, with a reputation 
in mathematics and physics, de- 
grees in arts and science, a strange 
young man from Limerick. 

For though he was born in 
New York of an Irish mother and 
a Spanish immigrant father, who 
died shortly after “Dev’s” birth, 
the future Irish leader was 
brought up among his mother’s 
people and was always spoken of 
locally as “that lad of the Colls of 
Bruree.” 

Miss Flanagan was just turned 
20, a slim brownhaired girl, pretty 
and viacious, but caring more 
about reviving Gaelic as a spoken 
tongue than she did about the 
attentions of young men. 

“Dev” traded her German lessons 
for Irish and got the better bar- 
gain for today he is a fluent Gae- 
lic speaker while she has little 
use for German. At the summer 
Irish schoo] at Tawin, in Galway, 
they became engaged. Within al- 
most a year of meeting they were 
married. From that day to this 
she has been plain housewife. 
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What sort of a life has Mrs. 
De Valera had in the 35 years 
she has been married? Despite 
the storms and vicissitudes that 
made De Valera’s career notable, 
they have been completely happy. 
She was a young mother in 1916 
and watched her husband put 
aside his books and take up his 
rifle; the Easter Rising was a 
bloody week of sacrificed idealism, 
a burnt offering to the latent 
spirit of Irish Nationalism, and 
De Valera stepped out of Boland’s 
Mills, the last garrison comman- 
der to surrender to British forces, 
muttering as they led him away: 
“Ah, if the people had come out

He was sentenced to death with 
the other leaders, but, due it is 
believed to his American origin, 
was reprieved at the last minute.

She was alone with her young 
family in the De Valera’s home 
at Greystones, County Wicklow, 
when he was a national symbol 
of resistance “on the run” from 
the Black-and-Tans. The house 
was often raided, but she was 
never once molested, for her 
calm, dignified bearing won her 
the respect of the raiding parties. 
The only news she had of her 
Sinn Fein leader husband in those 
years of terror in Ireland was an 
occasional message carried from 
him by word of mouth.

—and ended as the grimmest 
New Jersey manhunt since the 
Lindbergh case. That’s the fugi- 
tive love story of August Doak, 28, 
escaped convict, and Constance, 
his teen-aged bride, who climaxed 
their- honeymoon by kidnapping a 
Jersey state trooper and running 
into trouble which will keep them 
separated by prison walis for 
the rest of their lives. ' 

Doak and Constance met last 
May at the Convent of The Good 
Shepherd, a correction home, in 
Memphis, Tenn. The girl, who 
had run off with a band of gyp 
sies, was confined there with the 
consent of her. mother, wife of a 
respected New York doctor. Doak 
had broken out of Michigan State 
Prison and got a job as convent 
handyman under the alias of 
Jimmy Blackman. 
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Constance never knew that the 
husky handyman had been sent 
to prison for armed robbery and 
was wanted in several states on 
kidnapping and holdup charges 
Under the benign, unsuspecting 
eyes of the nuns, they fell in love. 
On the day before Constance’s 
mother, ‘Mrs. Frank Clemente, 
was to bring the girl back to New 
York, they ran away and were 
married. Though Constance didn’t 
know it, their wanderings through 
Georgia, Alabama and the Caro- 
linas left behind them a score of 
slick stickups, Doak boasted after 
he was arrested: 

“Each time we'd come to a 
town, I'd take Constance to the 
fanciest roadhouse. While we were 
dancing, I'd case the joint. Then 
I'd take her to some tourist camp 
and go back and pull a holdup.” 

Meantime, Constance was send- 
ing ecstatic letters and telegrams 
to her mother, She said that her 
wild days were over, and at last 
she had found a good man with 
whom she could lead a normal 
life. To Mrs. Clemente, even this 
vagabond affair was an improve- 


ment on gypsy bands. She wrote 
Constance that the romance 
“sounds ideal.” 

On August 1, driving a car 
which Doak had stolen in Mem- 
phis, they set out to visit Con- 
stance’s mother in New York. 
State Trooper Robert Kell saw the 
car flash by him outside of Rari- 
tan, N. J. For Kell, it seemed 
like a routine speeding case, and 
he gunned up his motorcycle and 
gave chase. The trooper’s siren 
galvanized Doak into action. He 
knew a routine checkup would re- 
veal the car was stolen, and that 
his own record would then come 
out. He increased his speed to 
90 miles an hour. Kell hung on. 
- Suddenly, Doak jammed on the 
brake. When Kell tried to stop 
too, his motorcycle swerved, and 
he fell. Gun in hand, the con- 
vict jumped out, disarmed the 
trooper and ordered him into the 
car, He told Constance to cover 
the prisoner with his own gun and 
drove away.

Lewes, Lincoln, and Dublin’s Kil- 
mainham—and his 19 months’ ex- 
ile in America, she wrote to him 
almost daily, cheerful, gossipy let- 
ters, lit by imaginative writing. 

When, De Valera came back to 
power in 1932 as President of the 
Irish Free State (replacing Presi- 
dent William T. Cosgrave, who 
had also married a girl named 
Flanagan) his wife made it plain 
that she was going to be no offi- 
cial State Lady. 
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As a hobby, she writes short 
Gaelic plays and _ stories for 
children. This is harking back to 
an old love, for, before her mar- 
riage, she used to act in .Dr. 
Hyde’s earliest productions of 
Gaelic drama, and could have 
chosen the stage in preference to 
housekeepeing as a career. 

Outside these activities, Mrs. De 
Valera’s time is given to her home 
and family. Behind the high walls 
and the ever-present police guard 
that shelter off their modest man- 
sion home in suburban South 
Dublin, the De Valera household 
is a happy one. The Long Fellow 
may be the “Uncrowned King of 
Ireland,” but at his Blackrock 
home he is just another head of 
a household, a tall, scholarly man 
with a deeply-lined face, who goes 
off to his work in the shining 
new Government Buildings each 
morning, and comes home from 
the office most nights late and 
tired. 

His wife calls him “Dev” as 
often as “Eamon,” bakes with

her own hands the light cakes he 
likes, panders to his 


those dark wise eyes, the deep 
soft voice that has never dropped 
the caressing lilt of Limerick; the 
minority, stirred awake by the old 
fires of civil war, abhor him. 

But, neither foreigners nor his 
own Irish people know the De 
Valera who comes home each 
night to Jane Flanagan. For, 
spartan non-smoking, non-drink- 
ing, frugal “Dev” of public life is 
an easy natured man and an af- 
fable host at home. 
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As ordinary husband and wife, 
he and Mrs, De Valera find great- 
est pride in their children who 
have worked their way by dint of 
scholarship and hard study to 
posts of eminence without any aid 
from their father. 

Eldest son, Vivion (so-called 
after his paternal grandfather) 
‘is at 34, a major in Eire’s army, 
a barrister, a master of science, 
a director on his father’s daily 
“Trish Press,” and, since a by- 
election last November, a deputy 
in Dai] Eireann, the Eire parlia- 
ment. First-born of Mrs. De Va- 
lera’s seven children, he looks 
most like his father. 

Brother Eamonn is a leading 
Dublin gynecologist. Rory, named 
after Sir Roger Casement, is an 
archeologist and an expert in Cel- 
tic studies; he joined the Lire 
army as a private during the war 
mobilization. Still at home is Ter- 
ence, lately qualified as a solici- 
tor. One boy, Brian, was killed 
in a riding accident in the Phoen- 
ix Park some years ago. . 

The De Valeras have two 
daughters. The younger, Emer, 
was the first of the family to 
marry—by now “Dev” is an es- 
tablished grandfather—and is Mrs. 
Brian O Cuiv. The elder daughter, 
Mairin, is her mother’s favorite. 
She has made science her career 
and, after Continental research 
work on a $1,600 traveling scholar- 
ship, is now attached to the staff 
of Galway University, where her 
discoveries in the manufacture of 
agar-agar from seaweed gave Lire 
the first commercial production of 
penicillin, 

Like “Dev” himself, the De 
Valera children owe much to their 
quiet, talented mother. She has 
submerged herself almost entirely 
in her husband and her family. 
Yet, she has come out sharply at 
times whenever she has bothered 
to appear in public. 

“Love,” she has said once, “is 
far nobler and more potent than 
hatred and it is the woman’s part 
to heal and cure rather than to 
censure and condemn. We want 
more Christianity, more love and 
more sentiment. It is said that 
materialism is rife in the world 
today. Can it be claimed that it 
has brought even material suc- 
cess?” . 

The Irish Saint Malachy prophe- 
sied centuries ago that “a 
Spaniard would free Ireland.” 
Jane De Valera wouldn’t know 
much about that, but she is the 
only one in the world who knows, 
really knows, the paradoxical lead- 
er of Ireland.

CENTRAL FALLS, RI, Aug. 31 


ITHIN a month — thanks to 
W: revolt of four war veteran 
policemen who risked their 
jobs and futures by making an 
“on-their-own” raid of a gambling 
establishment — the whole civic 
pattern of this most densely popu- 
lated city in the nation has under- 
gone a swift and complete change. 
War veterans and their wives 
and sisters picket the City Hall 
carrying banners with printed de- 
mands for the impeachment of 
Mayor John J. Healey and Police 
Chief George E. Collette, Gamb- 
ling parlors, which had operated 
with wide open doors, blaring ra- 
dios that announced race results 
and prices, and crowded ticket 
windows that paid off openly, are 
closed down indefinitely. 

A notorious dice game, which 
had attracted big-time players 
from all sections of New Eng- 
land, and which had survived at 
least one raid by state police, has 
moved out, bag and baggage. 

The more than 100 slot ma- 
chines, which in candy stores, va- 
riety stores and all manner of re- 
tail establishments, had whirled 
away dizzily, hungrily swallowing 
nickels, dimes and quarters in the 
best “one-armed bandit” tradition, 
have been put under wraps. 

Even the shoe-shine boys are 
now depending for their living on 
shining shoes instead of using 
those activities as a blind for 
making handbook on the races, 

And the four crusading police- 
men, who had been suspended on 
“secret” charges of misconduct 
and neglect of duty following 
their courageous move against 
gambling, have been reinstated 
and returned to duty which no 
longer includes “punishment de- 
tail,” such as guarding rat-infest- 
ed dumps throughout the night. 

Such dumps were among the 
few places in this mile-square city 
of 26,000 population where slot ma- 
chines and horse-race betting were 
not common in the now ended 
gambling era. But, reinstatement 
and a return to duty have not 
satisfied the four patrolmen, Lu- 
cien Tessier, John Byrnes, John 
Gorman and Frank Klich — all 
with enviable World War II rec- 
ords. 

They have issued a demand that 
their “names be cleared” in con- 
nection with their suspension, and 
gaid they “have not forgotten that 
we can sue Police Chief Collette 
and Mayor Healey for defamation 
of character.” 7 

Meantime, as picketing veterans 
continued to call for the impeach- 
ment of Healey and Collette, an 
aroused citizenry—spearheaded by 
a Veterans’ Committee of 20—has 
rallied to the defense of the four 
crusading patrolmen, 

This rising tide of protest 
against the political machine of 
Central Falls has brought to the 
support of the four patrolmen s 
of the most prominent lawyers in 
the state. These lawyers are al 
war veterans and they have vo 
unteered their services without 
pay. In the battery of attorneys 
are both Republicans and Demo- 
crats. They have no political axe 
to grind, they say. Their one pur- 
pose is to give legal guidance to

Wiis the shutdown of gam- 
bling here an accomplished 
fact and with portents of po- 
litical repercussions in the Novem- 
ber election now causing Mayor 
Healey and his political boss, 
Andrew Sherry, many sleepless 
hours, it must not be assumed that 
the present situation was brought 
about overnight. 

Nor was it the efforts of the 
four patrolmen, alone, that have 
wrought such a singular and radi- 
cal change on the civic face of 
this textile manufacturing city. 

But it was the initial courage 
and action of the crusading pa- 
trolmen which set in motion the 
forces that have caused the for- 
merly unabashed gamblers to take 
cover, and have impelled Healey 
and Collette to do a complete 
about face on their decision. to

press for the dismissal of the raid- 
ing patrolmen. 

Tessier, Byrnes, Gorman and 
Klich all came back from the war 
to police duty last fall. In the 
course of their war service, they 
say, they gained fixed ideas about 
the kind of world they hoped to 
return to, after the war was won. 
What they found in their old 
home town when they put on po- 
lice uniforms and set out to help 
make this city a law-abiding com- 
munity did not square with their 
idea of a postwar world. 


They marveled at the extent, 
openness and prosperity of the 
gambling industry. They listened 
to the pleadings of mothers, who 
said their sons and daughters 
were using all their own money 
— and misappropriating other 
money—to play the slot machines. 


They were stopped on their 
beats, from time to time, by 
women who said their husbands 
were losing a whole week's pay 
in horse parlors and dice games, 
Couldn’t the policemen do some 
thing about eonditions? 

Brynes said these appeals 
prompted the three other war vet- 
eran policemen and himself to tell 
Police Chief Collette of the harm 
gambling was causing in the city. 
Brynes said Collette paid no at- 
tention to the representations con- 
cerning gambling conditions and 


the hardship and misery accom- 
. 


panying them. 

Finally, on July 19, the four 
policemen—having read a faded 
and forgotten notice on the bulle- 
tin board in the guardroom at 
headquarters—decided they had 
the authority to war against 
gambling without any nod of ap- 
proval from Chief Collette. 

That faded notice, which had 
been posted on the bulletin. board 
years ago, after state police 
stepped into the Central Falls pic- 
ture and raided a big dice game 
without the co-operation or ad- 
vance knowledge of the loca] po- 
lice, said in so many words that 
it was a patrolman’s duty to raid 
gambling establishments wherever 
encountered. 


Having decided to raid, the four 
patrolmen, who had been given 
posts in outlying sections and. who 
did not wish to leave their duty 
posts to conduct it, waited til! 
they were off assigned duty and 
out of uniform, Then, without 
warning, they struck, entering a 
small shoe shine parlor and novelty 
store on Broad in the 
heart of the downtown business 
section. 3 

To the astonishment of the pro- 
prietor and ge hundreds of per- 
sons passing in the busy street, 
the patrolmen carried out two slot 
machines, loaded them on a wait- 
ing -truck, hauled them to police 
headquarters and figuratively 
dumped them in the lap of Chief 
Collette, 

If the owner of the raided place 
and that section of the populace 
witnessing the raid were surprised 
at such an unprecedented sight, 
“Collette was astounded. He re- 
covered quickly enough, however, 
and ordered the raiding patrol- 


men to confer with him immedi- 
ately in his office. 

The patrolmen, meantime, were 
issuing, through Byrnes, a state- 
ment to the press, outlining their 
reasons for the raid and serving 
notice on all gambling establish- 
ments in the city to close up “or 


else.”

OLLETTE finally herded the 
C four patrolmen in his office 

for a conference. After it was 
over, the police chief was asked if 
he had commended the four men 
for their raid and stand against 
gambling. 

“Certainly they were commend- 
ed,” he said, but he lost no time 
in ordering the special notice, 
authorizing patrolmen to make 
raids, taken down from the bulle- 
tin board in the guardroom. “Com- 
mendation” of the crusading pa- 
trolmen took the form of night 
duty guarding the city dumps. 

There were hurried conferences 
between Collette, Mayor Healey, 
the city solicitor and Sherry; the 
political overlord. Then, on July 


20, Judge Guillaume Myette in 


Eleventh District Court here ruled 
that the raid by the four patrol- 
men was illegal, and denied a 
forfeiture warrant in connection 
with the seized slot machines. The 
four patrolmen did not testify in 
the court. 

Four days later, after a confer- 
ence with Sherry, Mayor Healey 
suspended the four patrolmen 
from duty. Under the law, they 
could not be dismissed without a 
hearing before the Board of Alder- 
men. In connection with the 
mayor’s action in suspending the 
men and atripping them of 
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"WHY CAN'T YOU 
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their badges and police equipment, 
it was announced that charges 
against them had nothing to do 
with their campaign against 
gambling. 

Efforts of the patrolmen to 
learn just what charges had led 
to their suspension were unsuc- 
cessful, and even today they are 
still demanding to know what 
those charges are, so that their 
names can be cleared, 

Action of the four patrolmen 
and reprisals against them made 
headlines in the Providence Jour- 
nal, Providence Bulletin, Paw- 
tucket Times and other newspa- 
pers of the state. The crusaders’ 
call for a general cleanup of gam- 
bling conditions in Central Falls 
became a rallying ery for thou- 
sands of World War II veterans, 
not only in Central Falls but 
throughout Rhode Island, 
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S the date for the patrolmen’s 
A hearingon “secret” charges ap- 

proached, mass meetings were 
conducted, a Veterans’ Committee 
of Twenty was formed, and volun- 
teer lawyers stepped forward to 
defend the suspended policemen 


and direct the continuance of the. 


anti-gambling campaign they had 
launched. 

William F. McGinty, secretary 
of the Central Falls School Com- 
mittee, raised his voice in the 
growing chorus of protest against 
the police suspensions. So did the 
Good Government Club. A People’s 
Party sprang into existence, with 
war veterans and other aroused 
citizens rallying to its banner. 

On July 31, more than 4000 per- 
gons—most of them war veterans 
—gathered on the grounds of the 
partially completed Eugene T. Le- 
febvre Post, VFW, building here, 
demanded the dismissal of Chief 
Collette and urged a thorough in- 
vestigation of conditions in Cen- 
tral Falls by the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office. 

As the meeting—on the eve of 
the scheduled Board of Aldermen 
hearing of charges against the 
suspended patrolmen got under 
way, Leo Sherry, son of the city’s 
political boss, harangued speakers 
at the meeting, rushed a photog- 
rapher for a newspaper, and was 
then set upon by angry members 
of the crowd. 

Sherry went down under a rain 
of blows. Three of the four 
patrolmen—who were on the low 
roof of the unfinished building— 
leaped to the ground, fought their 
way through the crowd and 
rescued the son of the man whose 
political machine they seek to 
smash. 

A few hours before the patrol- 
men were to face charges, Mayor 
Healey—who may have read ac- 
eounts of the seizure of the reins 
of government by McMinn County, 
Tennessee, war veterans—abrupt- 

reversed himself “to avoid 
bloodshed.” 

But even in ealling off the 
hearing for the four crusaders 
and in ord@ing Collette to rein- 
state them to duty, Healey did 
not make public the charges that 
were to have been heard. 

William B. Sweeney, spokesman 
for the six volunteer lawyers who 
had been preparing to defend the 
four policemen, said Healey’s ac- 
tion had been anticipated and 
that the lawyers intended to “see 
this thing through.”

HEODORE F. LENTZ, pro- 
fessor of Education at 
Washington University, is 
no reserved, ivory-tower educa- 
tor. In the academic world, 
where eccentricity and aloof- 
ness are considered the badge 
of office, students think him 
the oddest person they know. 
“After graduation, some tell me 
I’m their favorite campus 
screwball,” he says. 
His strongest trait is an un- 
professorial, direct and friend- 
ly manner. It serves him well

% tivities. He is equally at ease in 
square-dancing with his stu- 
dents or reading research 
papers to national conferences 
pf psychologists. He has worked 
as hard at helping his Negro 
friends dig a ditch for a privy 
of a public library in Kinloch 
Park as he has at devising 
psychological questionnaires for 
the Character Research Lab- 
oratory at the university, 
which he directs. 


As a member of the educa- 
tion department, he has tatght 
about 2200 St. Louis public 
school teachers, One point he 
stresses by precept and ex- 
ample: There should be plenty 
of laughter in the schoolroom.

He was appointed assist- 
ant professor of education at 
Washington University in 1927 
and associate professor in 1933. 
Unlike his colleagues, he has 
avoided using “Dr.” or “Prof.” 
before his name whenever he 
could.

Blind Boy From Texas 
WhoLearnedto Whistle 


By Jack Baleh 


OU gay people who go to nightclubs and have an awful lot of 
fun all know what a Community Sing is. Fred Lowery, 
whistling entertainer from deep in the heart of Texas who 
opened his act Friday at Starlight Roof in Chase Hotel, is the 
author of a new gadget in collective 
nightclub shindigs. He calls his gadget 
a Community Whistle, The Commu- 
nity Whistle works just like a Com- 
munity Sing, except that you don’t 
sing, you whistle Simple, isn’t it? 
Another exception is the fact that 
- there are fewer whistlers than there 
are singers, and there are fewer really | 
good whistlers among the few whis- 
tlers than there are good singers 
among the many singers. This means - 
that Community Whistlers are apt to 
be more bashful at first than Com- 
munity Singers. “Once they get 
warmed up, though, and feel that 
they’re among friends and fellow- 
whistlers, boy! do they cut serge 
7 Fred. “Tell the man, Dotty.” ; e 
is Dorothy Rae, a comely lass ‘from 
DART, co tay By nos deep in the heart of California, by way 
of Minnesota, who is Fred’s co-star in 
the act. While he whistles, she sings. They do solos as well as 
duets. “Go on, tell the man,” he urged again, and sat back in 
his chair to listen with pleasure. 


IT TURNED OUT ane Fst as a kind of a scout 
while the Community Whistle is on. She moves about among 
‘the tables, and if and when she happens to hear a downright 
good or a promising whistler, she tags him and brings him back 
with her to the mike on the floor. “I try to get two or three 
whistlers off the floor, and then they get together with Fred 
and they have a trio or a quartet. They whistle current hot 
hits and old barbershop favorites. When the bunch feels fancy, 
they go into the classics.” How often do they try the one, how 
often do they try the other, she was asked, and she was also 
asked “What would you call such a quartet?” etc. “Well, we 
don’t have all the terms worked out as yet, and all the statistics 
on what’s most popular haven't all come in,” said Fred, “for, 
you see, we've only just inaugurated the Community Whistle 
and St. Louis will be only the second place we will have been 
trying it out in, All we know for sure is that the Community 
Sing will never again seem quite the same, now that the cus- 
tomers have had a taste of the Community Whistle.” It is clearly 
understood, of course, that neither Fred nor Dotty seemed grief- 
stricken over a conclusion that might—who knows?—have put 
glum thoughts into the minds of diehard Community Singers.

THE INTERVIEW eek es in Fred’s suite at the Chase. 
The Lowery entourage includes, besides Partner Dotty, Lowery’s 
wife and their five-year-old son, informally called Scooter. It was 
getting late, so, without further ado, Scooter said goodnight and 
went to bed.

THE INTERVIEW, i tole planned, had been on what 
you might,call the general theme of “Handicapped Boy Makes 
Good.” Fred, you see, has been blind since infancy. Not only that, 
he has been an orphan since that time, too. Reared in an insti- 
tution, and working as a boy in the Texas cotton fields as a picker, 
the bare facts of Fred's life and struggle to rise above his station 
and condition make for a blueprint of drama-laden privation. Of 
the essence of pathos was the picture one had got of the blind boy, 
et the age of 12, becoming interested in music and striving to ex- 
press himself musically in studies on the violin, but little by little 
substituting for the study of the violin a study of his own ability 
to whistle, a natural ability on which he consciously began to 
improve by making an art of it; of the boy, at the age of 16, begin- 
ning to earn a little money with his whistling and starting to lift 
himself out of the cotton fields and become a pro; of the ven- 
turing forth to New York to try for the big time; of the short jobs, 
the long waits in between jobs, the actual almost-starving in the 
great rich opportunity-and-heartbreak-full city of Manhattan; of, 
eventually, the discovery of the indomitable young man first by 
Vincent Lopez, for whom he worked for four years, and then by 
Horace Heidt, under whose auspices the whistling boy became 
known to many as America’s “best whistler.”

BUT HOW CAN YOU write that sort of story when you've 
met a man as well-adjusted, as happy and as confident as Fred is? 
It can’t be done without violating a sense you get of the fitness 
of things. Outside of the fact that when he went out to get the 
jug, one of his friends naturally had to go with him, I'd never 
have noticed the man’s blind if I hadn’t already known it,

Heavy Shipments of Cattle, Hogs 
Ahead of New Price Ceilings

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NATIONAL STOCKYARDS 


IVESTOCK producers glutted the market last 
Monday in a rush to sell their cattle and hogs 
before new Government ceilings on live ani- 
mals became effective. Cattle receipts at country’s 
12 leading markets were up 96 per cent over the 
ahem Monday; hog receipts jumped 142 per cent. 
arp breaks in‘ prices resulted. At St Louis 
National Stockyards steers dropped as much as 
$2 a hundredweight; hogs were down $3.50 to $4. 

The following receipts at National Stock- 
yards were only slightly above normal, but con- 
siderable numbers of holdover cattle from preced- 
ing day were still in the pens. Market was nearly 
demoralized as cattle buyers held back, hesitating 
to buy live animals at uncontrolled prices when 
processed meat was scheduled to be placed under 
price ceilings today. 

Livestock fet included large numbers of 
unfinished cattle and hogs which normally would 
have been kept on farms several months longer, 
to reach choicer weights. Meat industry spokes- 
men said run to market was seriously depleting 
future supplies, predicted a severe meat shortage 
is ahead as a result.

Flood of Problems to Desk in Midway 


Unraveling complexities of a long-distance ticket. In- 
formation Clerk Joe Dorser began this work in 1918, 
came back from retirement to give wartime aid and 
remains on job. He knows most timetables by heart. 


T THE Union Station's information desk Terminal 

Railroad clerks are face-to-face with perplexity 

24 hours a day. Officially the job of those 
manning the long counter in the midway is to pro- 
vide information on routes and train schedules, but 
they draw no lines. 

A passenger may ask whether it is likely to be 
snowing in Denver when his train arrives there, or 
want suggestions on St. Louis hotels and amusements. 
However far afield a question may be from railroad 
business, the information clerks seem to. make a point 
of trying to give a helpful answer. 

Although travel has lost its wartime intensity, it 
still has pitfalls. Even persons who spend much of 
their time on trains can be tripped, for instance, by 
an unexpected encounter with daylight saving time. 
The information desk takes the complications as they 
come. 

Some 195 trains a day use Union Station, and a 
good proportion of their passengers call at the counter 
for aid. During the war, 15 persons worked there in 
rush hours. A clerk, attempting one day to keep track 
of the number of questions he answered in an hour, 
lost count after 1800—with several-minutes to go. 
Two clerks for each shift usually can handle the traffic 
now, but the hourly score remains high.

Very little increase in the supply before 
late 1947 is expected. To stretch available supplies as far as 

possible, the Government has renewed its appeal to housewives to 
avoid waste—to re-use cooking fats as long as they are fit for food, 
then turn them in for industrial use. The Department of Agriculture 
offers suggestions on such salvage. - 

An important industrial use of home-salvaged fats is in the 
manufacture of soap. Supplies of that commodity are now reported 
lower than during the war. It is expected to remain on scarce list 
until end of this year. 

Amount of food fats and oils available for civilian use has 
steadily decreased since 1941, for this year is 13 per cent under the 
1935-39 average. Strengthening the need for conservation is the fact 
that the United States has undertaken to send 375,000 tons of fats 
and oils to Europe and Asia to help relieve starvation.
